WEEK BY WEEK. 


The report and balance-sheet of the Treasurers, a 
summary of which is given elsewhere in this issue, is 
not encouraging reading, and we imagine Mr. Felix 
Davis will approach the task which lies before him on 
Tuesday evening next with some measure of temerity. 
He must recollect, however, that he is really a Chancellor of the Exchequer, 
and all Chancellors of the Exchequer nowadays seem to be faced with pros- 
pects far from roseate. Unhappily, the “ hen-roosts ” at the disposal of Mr, 
Davis are practically non-existent, and it is only, in present circumstances, 
upon the side of severe economies that much can be done to relieve the 
financial tension with which the United Synagogue is faced. Indeed, we 
fear that the Treasurers are a little too optimistic in the suggestion they 
make, that all will soon come right and that the depression 
they are experiencing is merely temporary. We hope that it 
may be so, but and not a few, that the reli- 
gious loyalty and enthusiasm of our people upon which synagogues have 
to rely has of late waned considerably. The position which we record 
in another column of the Machzike Hadaas affords confirmation of this. 
We do not here intend to argue as to the causes, nor as to whether 
these are traceable to the people themselves or to the institutions which 
suffer. We merely desire to warn the Treasurers and the United 
Synagogue against taking too cheery a view of the future, and to suggest 
whether the time has not arrived when the Institution should overhaul 
its activities and restrain the range of its operations within the limits of 
its financial resources,

Alderman vears. Mr. Emanuel’s career was passed in the 
Provinces. Yet his name was a very familiar one in 
Emanuel. London and indeed throughout Anglo-Jewry. This 


arose, at least in part, from the fact that, although 
Mr. Emanuel was of the Provinces, he was not what is popularly called 
provincial, His interest in his people was never circumscribed by the 
narrow limits of the town’ in which he lived. In _ Portsmouth, 
however, he maintained the best traditions of Jewish life. Civic 
honour did not make him forget communal work; and we are glad to think 
that the example he thus set, of loyalty to his faith and his people, has been 
followed elsewhere, with infinite credit alike to the individual and to our 
coreligionists at large. Alderman Emanuel was the best type of so-called 
“English Jew "—the Jew of whom England has cause to be proud as one of 
her citizens—and in mourning his loss one can but devoutly hope that many 
similar careers may yet be destined to enrich and honour the life of our 
community.

Last week we recorded the proceedings of the Con- 
ference of the Union of Literary Societies at Liverpool, 
and this week we have the advantage of publishing 
two important interviews with the Presidents of the 
Union and of the Liverpool local body. It should not 
be difficult for an impartial reader of the facts thus 
set forth to form a definite opinion of the progress which the Literary Society 
movement is making in this country, and of the possibilities of furtherdevelop- 
ment. The conference was an unquestioned success, as befitted a city of 
Liverpool's civie importance and a community of its splendid literary 
associations. Such a success shows how usefully the metropolis may 
look to the Provinces for co-operation in all matters which are not of 
mere local significance. The Literary Society movement is sucha non-local 
business, affecting as it does the highest interests of Jewry at large. 
These societies are an appeal to the younger and less educated section of 
the community to recognise the claims of Jewish learning on Jewish life. 
We are not in entire agreement with the learned President of the Union in 
the plea that he puts forward for secular lectures. The argument 
he opposes to a Union for the promotion of Jewish sports and 
pastimes is equally applicable to a literary society whose only claim to a 
Jewish title is the denomination of its members. Lectures on science and

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politics can be obtained anywhere, but the first business of a Jewish 
Literary Society is to promote the study of Jewish history and literature. 
To this end the publication of works on Jewish subjects may powerfully 
contribute. Dr. Barnett mentions that there is some talk of estab- 
lishing a Jewish Publication Society, and he very properly suggests 
that such an undertaking might form part of the work of the Union over 
which he presides. Publication would require funds, but we imagine that 
the funds for the purpose could as easily be obtained by an existing 
organisation as by a new body founded ad hoc. As a department of the 
Union, the work could be commenced on a modest scale, and the formation 
of such a department might serve to give just jthat fillip to the Literary 
Societies, of which they seem to stand in need. 


The speech of Lord Northcote, the ex-Governor-General | 
Where of Australia, at the dinner given to him recently, was 

one of exceptional significance. His Lordship told his 
Population audience that the Aaron's rod of all questions in 
is Wanted, Australia was undoubtedly the question of an increased 

white population. If the white people, he went on to 
say, did not secure themselves, they were in danger of being swamped by a 
flood of immigrant Asiatics. Australia could do service both to the Empire 
and herself by co-operating in a liberal policy of immigration, instead of 
diverting white emigrants to South America or the United States. What- 
ever might have been the attitude, he added, of certain over-zealous 
officials towards immigration, he made bold to say that there was 
not, on the part of Australia, anything in the nature of general 
hostility to new emigrants. There was a warm welcome waiting 
for the white man who could sustain himself by his own labour. 
His Lordship's speech is an eloquent symptom of the awakening of Australia 
to the fatuity of the policy of immigrant exclusion. Here is a great conti- 
nent nearly as big as Europe, yet with a population not equal to that of 
Ireland. Within easy distance of its vast solitudes are great swarms of 
virile Asiatics, against whom the door of the United States is now largely 
closed, but who, sooner or later, must overflow into less crowded-areas. 
Australia in the past has grudged the white settler a place on its shores, 
while the yellow races, hard by, have grown in numbers and in power. It 
has now awoke to the folly of its policy, and Lord Northcote’s speech 
reminds us that the immigration question has become the great question 
of the day at the Antipodes. A vivid light was thrown on the 
anxiety and uneasiness of Australians by the wildly enthusiastic 
welcome recently accorded to the American fleet. The American 
blue-jackets were recognised as possible brothers-in-arms in the struggle 
to hurl back Asiatic invaders. There is still time, however, to fortify the 
continent against the yellow peril; and the best fortification that 
Australia ean hope for is a human rampart of white immigrants. The . 
United States has grown strong and prosperous because it has not hesitated 
to throw open its doors to the surplus populations of Europe. It has reeog- 
nised the truth of what its illustrious citizen, Emerson, has said: “The 
best nations are those most widely related, and navigation, as effecting a 
world-wide mixture, is the most potent advancer of nations.” That lesson 
has still to be learnt, not only by Australia, but by countries nearer home. 
But with the Commonwealth it is a question,not merely of academic 
instruction but of national life or death, and Australia could do worse than 
offer some special facilities for immigration to those who, like our 
coreligionists in persecuted countries, would not be slow to appre- 
ciate refuge in a country for whose future existence white settlers are 
indispensable. 


The Palestinian Conference which recently took 
The Palestinian place at Odessa, and particulars of which are 
Conference. given in another column, was of no small 

importance. Its President, M. Ussischkin, is 
a man of tireless energy in the Zionist cause, and, as is weil known, has 
always associated himself with what may be termed the “inner” work of 
Palestine. The new era which has sprung up in Turkey naturally gives to 
M. Ussischkin and the policy with which he is associated great support, 
since a reform in the agricultural and general ‘administration of the 
Empire must mean better opportunities for the redemption of Palestine 
from lethargy and poverty to energy. and prosperity. This is a side 
of Zionist work with which we have the deepest sympathy, for 
nothing so surely as true practical work in Palestine itself can 
effect any appreciable progress towards the consummation of Zionist 
aims. We regret to observe a note in M: Ussischkin’s conference which 
would seem to indicate, if not a rivalry, at least an overlapping of, the 
labours of his organisation and the larger Zionist organisation of which he 
18 SO Conspicuous a member. The work which he and his organisation have 
set themselves to do is so important that it would be something more 
than a pity if any time were wasted or any thought expended upon 
questions as between the two organisations, for they ought in no sense to be 
rivals. The Odessa organisation can give great help to the Zionist move- 
ment, and that should be its sole object. The Zionist organisation, on the 
other hand, will doubtless recognise in M. Ussischkin’s organisation a 
powerful and potent means for pushing forward the common cause, and 
welcome and support it accordingly.

THE REY. DR. HOCHMAN ELECTED PREACHER AND READER, 


In accordance with the announcement in our last week's issue, a genera} 
meeting of the seatholders of the New West End Synagogue was 
held last Sunday in the Vestry Room, for the purpose of electing a Preacher 
and Reader. The Rev. Dr. Joseph Hochman, 
B.A., who has been discharging the duties of 
the office since November, 1907, was the only 
candidate ; the proceedings, therefore, were 
purely formal and the rey. gentleman was 
unanimously elected. 

When his engagement terminated last 
November, arrangements were made for its 
extension for a period of six months, while 
at the same time the Board of Management of 
the New West End Synagogue was empowered 
to invite applications for the position. As 
no other suitable candidate was forthcoming, 
the Board of Management decided to curtail 
the further probationary period and to pro- 
ceed to an election. 

Apart from his duties in the synagogue 
itself, Dr. Hochman’s provisional term of 
office has been specially by

In reference to Minyan, there is a statutory 
restriction which has long appeared to me to transcend in 
undesirability the position of women in the matter of making a quorum for 
divine worship. According to the prescription, among those who cannot be 
counted for Minyan are the deaf and dumb. I can only say that the presence 
of this restriction in our religious law isa relic of the unrefinement of an 
early age which knew not either how to treat the deaf-mute physically and 
socially or to make provision for his special requirements. It was one of these 
sadly-stricken victims of destiny who once said, in reference to the then new 
system of oral instraction for the dumb,“ God made us deaf and the world has 
keptusdumb.” The world has had much to answer for in its treatment of these 
unfortunate people and has produced no clearer or more lamentable reflection 
than the existence, in such a tender religion as Judaism, of a synagogue 
restriction that bars them from Minyan. | I have never seen this-disability in 
operation. I hope that it is a dead letter.

The figures given in your leader in connection with the Board of 
Guardians collection show the unaltered, and seemingly unalterable, condi- 
tions in reference to the charity of the community. Roughly speaking, the 
sum of £25,000 has been contributed by 2,000 people. It is the same old story, 

and a very sad one too. The willing horse is worked to death. 
A Faithful and the unwilling horse escapes its share of the burden. In 
Fow all our charity lists the same names occur over and over again. 

In the charities as to which no lists appear, the same thing 
occurs, all comes from the same sources, and there is very. little accretion of 
recruits to the service of charity. Even the best of people begin to. feel 
tired and to think that they are being put upon. The work of the collectors 
for the Board has been very great and praiseworthy, but it has been greatest 
in effect and most praiseworthy in result in whatever cases have occurred 
where entirely new subscribers have been obtained. It is easier to give 
than to ask, because people are getting so tired and feel that a sense of 
duty on their part brings them importunate solicitation, while selfishness 
and want of publie spirit, if sufficiently established, bring to others easy 
immunity from very real obligation. ?

To an appreciable extent, the fault lies in the generosity of certain 
members of the community being taken for granted until people just glance 
at a charity appeal and think to themselves. Oh, what is wanted is sure to be 
given by ... say the Rothschilds, forexample. The principle 1 wish to make 
clear is that whatever anyone does, the more it is the more 
it should become not an excuse but an example. Unless 
this is so, things may go wrong as they did in the old 
story. There was a certain Rhine Province, so the story goes, in which the 
Grand Duke exacted each year from the wine-growers a stipulated measure 
of wine. A great butt was placed in the market square and into this each 
grower had to pour a certain measure of wine. One of the merchants thought 
that, as so much wine was poured into the butt, it would make very little 
appreciable difference if he poured a measure of water instead of a measure 
of wine. The Grand Duke would, of course, never notice it. Accordingly, 
when the day came, he filled his measure with water and saved his wine, It 
happened, however, that the same brilliant idea occurred to someone else, in 
fact by a curious coincidence, a similar thought crossed the minds of all the 
growers. The result was disastrous. We have grown to rely too much upon 
What other people do. Our own personal duty is very clear, and it is regret- 
table that more of us do not recognise it.

AUSTRIA-HUNGARY. 
[From our Correspondents. | 
VIENNA, February 21. 
THE RIGHTS OF THE BOSNIAN JEWS. 

The official enquiry held in connection with the grant of a constitution to 
Bosnia has now been concluded, and it is certain that the Austro-Hungarian 
Government does not intend to treat the Jews on an equality with the other 
denominations. This was frankly stated by the representative of the 
Government. At the sitting on the 16th inst. Herr Jeschua Schalom appeared 
to advocate the establishment of a Jewish electoral college. He pleaded 
that the comparatively small number of Jews should not be a reason for 
excluding them from Parliament. During Ottoman rule the Jewish population 
had been still smaller, yet two Bosnian Jews had been returned to the 
Austrian Parliament. Herr Schalom drew attention to a letter from the 
Emperor in which the Jews were promised equal rights with the rest of 
the population. : 

Baron Benko, on behalf of the Government, stated that there were only 
11,000 Jews in Bosnia and Herzegovina, but according to the proposed electoral 
regulations one deputy was to be assigned to 25,000 souls. Herr A. M. Mesies 
also advocated a Jewish college, basing his plea on the large revenue yielded 
by Jewish taxation. Baron Benko replied that the Jews could elect a repre- 
sentative of their interests, even though he was not a Jew. 


CATHOLICS AND JEWS. 
An interesting incident has just been recorded ina Hungarian journal. A 
; number of the Catholic congregdtions who were compelled to leave France by 
the Separation Law have settled in Hungary, and have brought with them an 
| $ enormous fortune of 60,000,000 franes. Recently they were engaged in making

: Paris to submit their proposals to the “General” of the Order. He asked 
them if a Jew was to be at the head of the enterprise. They were amused, 
and asked the “General” what a Jew had to do with such a pious undertaking. 
He retorted that all the Catholic businesses in Hungary had gone to rack and 
ruin for lack of the directing genius of a Jew. 
A SYNAGOGUE FIRE. 
PRAGUE, February 21, 
_Last Friday, in the course of the evening service, a fire broke out in the 
ladies’ gallery of the Pilsen Synagogue. When the outbreak was noticed 
the doorkeepers attempted to set the hydrants at work, while Dr. Tanzer, the 
W arden of the Synagogue, assisted by other gentlemen, reassured the ladies 
and assisted them to leave the gallery. Owing tothe presence of mind of the 
parties concerned, the gallery was cleared without the slightest disorder. 
Soon after, the municipal fire brigade sueceeded in extinguishing the fire 
before it had assumed great dimensions.

GERMANY. 


The memorial to Moses Mendelssohn whieh has been placed in the front 
garden of the Jewish school in Berlin, was unveiled last week. The ceremony 
which was attended by members of the Mendelssohn .and Mendelssohn- 
Bartholdy families, representatives of the City and of the Jewish community, 
opened with the singing of ahymn by a choir. Government Privy Councillor 
Professor Dr. Ludwig Geiger, delivered a brief address, in which he described 
‘the career and worth of Moses Mendelssohn as a man, a German writer, and 
a Jew. In the name of the Committee, Judicial Councillor Timendorfer 
entrusted the memorial (which consists ofa bust of Mendelssohn on a plain 
pedestal), to the custody of the Jewish community. 

Dr. Edmund Landau, Private Lecturer at the University of Berlin, has 
been appointed Ordinary Professor of Mathematics at the University of 
Gottingen, in place of Professor Minkowski, who died a tew weeks °« 


Herr Julius Goldschmidt has presented to the museum in Cologne 4 
remarkable collection of wax figures made by a former Dean of the Cathedra| 
and mentioned by Goethe. The whereabouts of the collection had beer 
unknown for a long time. Herr Goldschmidt, who is one of the best art 
connoisseurs in Frankfort, has on more than one occasion presented valual!> 
pictures and other objets d'art to public collections. 


TURKEY. 


The Progrés de Salonique of the 14th inst., printed an account of the 
political activity of M. Santo Semo, in connection with the Young Turks 
movement. A later issue of the same paper reproduced passages from a play, 
“Don Isaac Abravanel,” written by M. Semo. 

The Cercle des Intimes,a Jewish club at Salonica, has requested thy. 
Jewish Colonisation Association to assist it in the establishment of a Jewish 
colony in the neighbourhood of that city. The lea has offered to contribute 
100,000 franes, on condition that the remaining sum required shall be raised 
by the Salonica Jewish community.

United States. 


THE PROGRESS OF THE JEWISH FARMER. 


An interesting survey of Jewish farming in the United States is given 
by the annual report of the Jewish Agricultural and Industrial Aid Society, 
The report states that froma handful of struggling farmers in Southern New 
Jersey and South-Eastern Connecticut there are now few States in whic) 
the Jew does not apply himself to this fundamental calling. “ The threshing 
machine on our Western plains is fed by the product of Jewish toil, and 
many an acre of impoverished new England soil is made richer by the swea' 
of his brow. The Committee say that they are certain that there are many 
more Jewish farmers than they know of, and they are trying to get at them. 
The fact that they have been able to add over a thousand farmers to their 
last year's list shows that their efforts in this direction have not been 
entirely fruitless. “In our opinion,” continue the Committee, “ the figures 
we have do not represent 50 per cent. of the number of Jewish farmers 
scattered throughout this country.” 

The report gives a table showing the number of Jewish farmers of whom 
the Society know. The number is put at 2,409. 

“Figuring on the basis of five to one family,” says the report, “ whieh 
is an extremely conservative estimate for the Jewish family, we have ove 
12,000 souls depending on the farm for subsistenee. A most pleasing fac! 
is that so many of these farmers have taken up agriculture at their ow: 
initiative, with their own means, and without amy aid from us or any other 
philanthropic organisation. In the nine years since the organisation 
of our Society, we have granted 1,270 loans to 1,211 farmers, occupying 1,5 
farms. The aggregate amount of these loans is 8648,92l4 which is 
distributed over twenty-four States and Canada.” The report goes on to 
state that :— 

A campaign of education has been inaugurated which is destined to be fa) 
reaching in its effects on the future of Jewish farming. The Jewish karmer-ia 
monthly agricultural paper in Yiddish—has been started in May and it already has 
a devoted clientele of 782 regular paying subscribers. An itinerant agricultural! 
adviser visits the farmers from time to time and instruets them in modern farming 
methods. Our latest educational enterprise, and the one in whieh we take particula: 
pride, is the establishment of free short course scholarships for the benefit of the 
children of our Jewish farmers. (Our farm labour bureau, in whieh a start was ma: 
last vear, has been systematised and enlarged, with the result that we have succeeded 
in finding positions on farms for 172 applicants. The steady and continuous progress 
of our Society is, however, most conspicuously shown in the growth of our farm loan 
department. In the number of loans granted, this year exceeds the preceding year by 
61 and 1906 by 130. Two States—Georgia and Maryland—have alse been added to our 
field of operations and otr interests are now spread over twenty-four States, besides 
Canada, 

In all, the Society has had to consider 1,317 applications for farm loans— 
787 in person and 530 by correspondence. In addition to the 787 applicants 
who are shown to have applied in person, a large number of people called on 
the Farm Department for all forms of advice. Altogether the number who 
required the attention of this department during the current year, including 
the Farm Labour Bareau, is. 3,586—em increase of 822 over the preceding 
year. 284 applications for farm loans were granted. 

The aggregate amount of the 284 loans is $174,633.11, averaging $614.91, as against 
a total of $140,334.34, with an average of $629.30 for last year and a total of $66,595.05, 
with an average of $430.80 in 1906. The unprecedented increase in the namber of loans 
is the direct result of the individual attention and care given to our applicants. 

“ What was said in our last annual report,” it is added, “ regarding the 
situation of the Jewish farmers applies with equal force this year. The 
soundness of their position unquestionably increases from year te year.” 


The report adds that :— 


As to the influence of the Jewish farmers on the communities.ia which they have 
taken up their homes, the most striking feature is the raising of educational standards 
and the improvement in the local sehools, In a number of instances schools that 
were shut down for the want of attendance and interest have been. re-opened and have 
by their healthy rivalry acted as a stimulus to neighbouring schools. Where Jewish 
farmers are located in safficient numbers they are generally well represeuted on the 
local boards. and in Mountaindale and Fallsburg, in Sullivan County, both the trustees 
and clerks, that is all the school officers, are Jews. 


Here, too, is an interesting little ineident mentioned in the repert :— 


The gentleman in charge of the Boarding-Out Bureae of the Hebrew Sheltering 
Guardian Society, relates that on some of his trips he noticed a gathering of Jewish 
farmers at the house of one of their number. The oldest among them, with his wire- 
rimmed spectacles perched on the tip of his nose, was reading from 7 he Jewish 
Farmer, and interpreting it in true Talmudic fashion, his explanations interspersed 
by a rapid-fire comment from his hearers. It reminded him, be said, ef an old- 
country Talmudical Sehool with its venerable teacher. These reading circles, we are 
informed, are a common thing in almost every Jewish farming eommunity.

RUSSIAN ANTI-SEMITISM. 


It is generally asserted that anti-Semitism in Russia is only a Govern- 
ment anti-Semitism, and that although the Russian people is capable of 
barbarous outrages against the Jews, this fact in no way proves the 
existence of hostile feelings against the Jews, of hereditary hatred and 
antipathy which are at the basis of anti-Semitism of “civilised” peoples. If 
there is in Russia no so-called “civilised ’ anti-Semitism, of which the West 
European Jews have had such painful experiences, this merely proves the 
iow status of Russian civilisation. Drumont calls the Kishineff hooligans 


the Russian peasant has not the refinement of 
an educated Frenchman, and_ resorts to primitive methods. I 
have spoken in the present tense, but now some _ modification 
of this assertion is necessary. Since political parties have 


arisen in Russia, since the elementary passions of the Black Hundreds have 

found expression in the excellent organisation of the Union of Russian people, 

since social anti-Semitism has been made a plank in the platforms of various 
parties, a powerful fighting organisation armed with both culture and science 
has arisen with a single aim—the ruin of the Jews. “ Anti-Semite” is no 
longer a synonim for “ serf” and “ ignoramus,” as both cultured and educated 

men haye openly advocated anti-Semitic measures. When the recruiting 
question was ventilated in the Duma, and the Right proposed that the 
Jews should. be excluded from the Army as a_ pernicious’ element, 
professed Progressives, such as Baron Meyendorff, Vice-President of the 
Dama, were to be found who advocated exemption of the Jews from military 
service in return for certaincompensation. A large number of facts confirms 
the anti-Jewish attitude of the majority of the Duma. Political authorities 
such as Miliukoff, Gutehkoff and Homiakoff are unanimous in their pessimistic 
forecasts in regard to the Jewish question. Cases have even arisen in which 
the professedly re-actionary Government has shown itself more progressive 
than the Duma; and although the Duma will not introduce any new restrictions 
on the Jews, the bare fact of the anti-Semitic feeling by which it is animated, 
exercises a worse influence on public opinion than hundreds of repressive 
acts on the part of the Government. In spite of these unfavourable symptoms 
the Jewish deputy, M. Niselovich, retains his irrepressible optimism and still 
hopes for suecess from his political activities. It is understood a committee 
has been formed consisting of representatives of various Jewish parties, the 
task of which will be the collection of historical and statistical material 
which may serve as ammunition for speakers on the Jewish question in the 
Duma. This move is to be welcomed, inasmuch as the absence of reliable 
material on the Jewish question has long been felt. 


THE PALESTINIAN CONFERENCE. 

The Palestinian Conference at Odessa adopted several resolutions 
empowering the Committee to support the Jewish workmen in Palestine, 
assist individuals and groups in the acquisition of land there, create an 
institution with the object of regulating the purchase of land, and endeavour 
to establish an “agrarian fund” for the purpose of aiding intending colonists. 
The Conference resolved to use a part of its fands for the latter scheme in 
the hope that other colonisation societies would follow suit. Great interest 
was aroused by the report of M. Ussischkin on the forthcoming reforms, 
which the Young Tarks have decided to effect in the agrarian and taxation 
laws of the Ottoman Empire. The educational and language questions were 
also discussed by the delegates. The latter were divided into two camps 
throughout the proceedings. The political Zionists were strongly in favour 
of limiting the activity of the Odessa Committee, in order to allow the 
Zionist Organisation more scope. The majority was, however, opposed to 
their views, and, ultimately, the policy of M. Ussischkin triumphed com- 
pletely. The latter was also re-elected President of the Palestinian organi- 
sation. The following form the new executive: Dr. Himelfarb, Dr. Sapir, 
M. Sh. Barbash and M. H. Ettinger. The newly elected auditors include 
Dr. Klausner and M. Byalick. Rabbi Maze, of Moscow, Rabbi Temkin, and 
M. Goldberg, of Wilna, were present at the Conference. One of the most 
interesting delegates was Pincus Dashevsky, who assaulted M. Krushevan 
after the first pogrom at Kishineff, in order to revenge the blood of his 


brethren. He has only recently been released from prison after a rigorous 
Confinement of five years.

THE FINNISH SENATE REBUFFED. 

The Imperial authorities have declined to endorse the recommendation

Senate that in the opinion of the Ministry the Jewish method of killing 
animals was not inferior to the Christian one. 


THE MUSSULMAN RELIGION AND THE JEWS. 


Considerable excitement has been aroused by the announcements of the 
Premier and Senate that the anti-Jewish restrictions would remain intact 
against the Jewish converts to the Mussulman faith. Since the advent of 
the liberal era in Turkey several Jewish young men in Russia have joined the 
Mohammedan religion. In doing so they obtained equal rights and free 
admission to the educational institutions. At the same time they made no 
secret of their intentions to return to Judaism on the completion of their 
They had especially chosen the Mohammedan religion, 
in order to cause annoyance to the Russian authorities, who viewed the con- 
version movement with great suspicion. M. Stolypin has once more based 
his decision on the theory that the Jewish question is a national one and has 
nothing to do with religion. As a direct result of his order several converts 
will now be expelled from the Universities. 


ANTI-SEMITISM IN UKRAINE. 


It is necessary to record the fact that the Ukraine movement for national 
liberty and self-government has now assumed a highly anti-Semitic 
character. At the commencement of its career it, like many other movements 
of its type, was very friendly to our brethren. In their struggle for freedom 
the Ukraine leaders supported the Jewish claims against the anti-Semites. 
Indeed, our coreligionists were accustomed to regard the democratic 
tendencies of their Ukraine compatriots as worthy of their fullest support. 
However, times have altered. And at the present moment the vast majority 
of the supporters of the movement are outspoken anti-Semites. The few 
Jewish friends, who are still included in the ranks of the patriots, are 
protesting in vain against the change. Not even their most democratic 
organs have ventured lately to publish anything in the defence of the Jewish 
cause. 


RIGHTS OF RESIDENCE OF JEWS. 


Deputy Niselovitch has received a wire from Veliz informing him that 
ten Jewish families Were recently expelled from the village without any 
reason. ; 

Reports from Sebastopol state that several Jews are liquidating their 
businesses there, owing to repeated rumours to the effect that all our 
coreligionists will soon be expelled from the city. 

Forty-nine Kuban Jewish families have been ordered to leave the 
district. The exiled include several merchants and farmers who have 
resided in the province for long periods. Most of them are very poor and 
cannot afford to pay for their fares. The wealthier Jews have despatched a 
deputation to the Tiflis and St. Petersburg authorities. 

At a meeting of the Zlodeyebka peasants it was resolved to despatch a 
petition to the Kieff authorities in favour of allowing Jews to reside there in 
the summer time, in view of the enormous gain they derive from the visitors, 


THE BLACK HUNDREDS. 


M. Krushevan, on being interviewed .on the situation, has asked his 
followers to guard themselves against “the Russian wolves disguised in 
sheepskins, and not against the Jews, who yet comprise true patriots.” 

The Opposition members of the Duma have decided to request the House 
to order an examination into the mental condition of M. Purishkevitch, who 
has absolutely lost all control of himself during the debates. 

M. Stolypin omitted the Real Russian members of the Duma from the 
invitation list for his ball. The deputies of the Extreme Right raised a 
storm of indignation against the Premier, who sent a representative to 
tender his apologies and to promise them that on future occasions they will 
not be forgotten. 

Great difference of opinion has arisen at Kieff amongst the Real Russian 
clergy and the ordinary members of the branch. The latter refuse to regard 
the Old Testament as a holy book on account of its Jewish origin, whereas 
the clergy naturally maintain that the New Testament is founded on the law 
of Moses. 


MISCELLANEOUS. 


A new book on the “ Position of the Jews in Russia,” by Martoff, has been 
confiscated. 

Reports from various parts of the Empire announce:the opening of new 
branches of the recently-organised Hebrew-Speaking Association. 

The dispersal of the Jewish soldiers amongst the regiments stationed in 
the central provinces has been ordered by General Hershelmann. The com- 
manders were requested not to enlist too many Jews in each army unit. 

The Homel Town Council has consented to co-opt three Jewish members.

SOUTH AFRICA. 


Some idea of the prominent part which the Jews of Johannesburg take in 
charitable endeavour, whether connected with their own community or not 
may be gauged from the fact that, at the recent street col- 
lection for the benefit of the Nazareth House, a large number 
of Jewish young ladies stood in the streets soliciting alms 
for that excellent institution. On Wednesday, January 20th, an interesting 
function took place at the Nazareth House, when the joint Honorary Secre- 
taries handed to the Rev. Mother Superior a cheque for £420 asthe proceeds 
of the street canvass. A large number of Jewish well-wishers were among 
the two hundred ladies and gentlemen assembled, and it is noteworthy that, in 
the absence of the leading lay Catholic, Sir William St. John Carr, the Chair 
was taken by the Editor of the South African Jewish Chronicle (Mr. L. Lionel 
Goldsmid, B.A., J.P.). At the conclusion of the speeches, tea and light 
refreshments were served, and the whole company having adjourned to the 
school assembly room, an excellent concert was given in which several 


Jewish children took part. 
CANADA. 


The announcement of the appointment of Rabbi Nathan Gordon, of Temple 

Kmanu-Kl, as lecturer in the Arts Faculty at McGill University, was con- 

sidered a great compliment to the community. Mr. Gordon, 

Montreal. although he has been with us but three years, has entered into 

all the social and communal work with such success that 
he is respected by all—even by the ultra orthodox. 

Keen regret is felt by its many friends that the Canadian Jewish Tribune, 
a weekly paper published in the interests of the community, has ceased 
publication. During its short but vigorous existence of some seven months 
it fulfilled a long-felt want, namely, a live up-to-date newspaper to express 
the views of our people in Canada. The former principal journal, the Jewish 
Times, was only issued fortnightly, and was, therefore, rather inadequate. 
The Times is now issued weekly, and the former editor of the Tribune is its 
editor. The paper is owned by a joint stock company, in which many 
prominent Jewish citizens are interested. 

On the 17th of January an entertainment was given at the Baron de Hirsch 
Institute for the benefit of “Shalom Aleichem.” Dr. Stern presided over a 
large and representative audience. An excellent programme was presented, 
and a substantial sum realised. 

The annual concert and ball of the Ladies’ Aid Society, held at the 
Stanley Hall on the evening of the 11th January, was both a social and 
financial success, nearly 1,000 dols. being realised for the funds of the Society. 

The opening meeting of the Shearith Israel Literary Circle was held in 
the vestry-rooms of the synagogue on the 5th January. An excellent pro- 
gramme was given, the principal item being a lecture on “ Milton” by Capt. 
Carroll Ryan, of the Montreal Herald. Capt. Ryan, in a most interesting and 
lucid manner, described the character and work of the great poet. He 
pointed out the strong Hebrew love of virtue, combined with the Hellenic 
adoration for the beautiful in art, which were most striking characteristics 
of Milton. 

The Christmas examination results for MeGill University, which were 
recently made public, show that the Jewish students at the University have 
all done very well. Mr. L. Fitch, of Quebec, came out first in his class in 
Roman Law, and obtained honours in legal history. 

Further honours have come to little Miss Edith Ballon, of Montreal, who 
is at present studying music in New York. During the recent visit of Sir 
Wilfrid and Lady Laurier to New York at a reception given in their honour, 
Miss Ballon was one of those who took part in the entertainment, and Sir 
Wilfrid was so impressed by her wonderful pianoforte playing, that he has 
sent her a present of aset of seven volumes, entitled “ The History of Music,” 
and in one is written in the Premier's own handwriting, “To Ellen Ballon, 
from a friend and admirer, Wilfrid Laurier.” 

The Agudath Zion Society gave a special benefit performance of the 
Yiddish musical drama, entitled “ The Viceroy,” at the Monument National 
- Tiieatre. The company presenting the play was specially brought from New 
York for the occasion, and they performed before a very large audience on 
the 28th January. During an interval, Mr. Clarence I. de Sola, President of 
the Canadian Zionist Federation, appeared on thestage and made an eloquent 
appeal to the audience to support the movement. The financial results of 
the performance are most satisfactory, a handsome sum having been realised. 

Over twelve hundred people attended a mass meeting held on the 17th 
January, under the auspices of the United Zionists of Toronto, in the Univer- 
sity Street Synagogue. Mr. B. Stone presided. The children of 
the Zionist religion school sang “ Hatikvah” and the national 
anthem under the able direction of Mr. E. Sheuer. Rabbi Nathan 
Gordon, of Montreal, made a strong appeal for support for the movement. 
Other speakers were Mr. L. Miller, of Buffalo, N. Y., who spoke in Yiddish, 
Mr. Nathanson, Principal of the Toronto .Talmud Torah, and Mr. L. Gurofsky. 

A public meeting of the Talmud Torah took place on the 10th January 
at the Germania Hall. _Mr. I. Mintz presided. Others on the platform were 

Rabbi Friedlander and Rabbi Levine. The report of the 
' Secretary showed that a considerable sum had been collected 
towards the building of a school, and that the balance required 
would soon be subscribed. The community was urgently in need of such a 
building and the sooner one could be erected the better. An appeal was made 
from the platform for further donations and a large sum was subscribed. 

The first annual concert and dance of the Ottawa Zionist Societies 
was held under the distinguished patronage of Lady Laurier, at the St. 

George's Hall, on the 19th January. Over 400 people were present. 
Ottawa. The concert programme was participated in by many Christian friends 
_ and sympathisers. This excellent function realised a very large 

sum, which will shortly be remitted to the Federation.

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Alderman A. LEON EMANUEL, J.P. 


We deeply regret to announce the death of Alderman A. L. Emanuel, J.) ., 
which took place in Portsmouth on Wednesday. Alderman Emanuel was 4 
- prominent citizen of Portsmouth, of which 
he was twice Mayor, and was also a high!y 
respected leader of the local Jewish com- 
munity. He was born on February Iith, 
1848, and was the son of the late Alder. 
man H. M. Emanuel. He was edneated a! 
Esplanade House Academy, Portsmouth. Mr. 
Emanuel became intimately associated with 
the public life of Portsmouth in the year 
1883, when he was elected on the Schoo! 
Board and on the Town Council. In 1895 he 
was unanimously elected Mayor of Ports- 
mouth, and was the second Jew to hold 
that position, his predecessor in that honour 
having been the late Alderman Emanue! 
Emanuel (father of Lady Magnus and the late 
Mr Barrow Emanuel). The gentleman who nomi- 
nated him re-called at the time the fact that 
the father of Mr. Emanuel was a member of 
the Corporation for many years. 

During his Mayoralty, Mr. Emanuel was 
elevated to the Aldermanic bench, and at the 
close of his year of office, the friendly 
societies presented him with five silver bowls, in recognition of his work 
in their behalf, whilst the inhabitants of Portsmouth presented him with 
life-size portrait, in oils, of himself, which hangs in the Council chamber. 
The Corporation accorded him a vote of thanks, which was engrossed on 
vellum. 

In the year 1900 Mr. Emanuel was again elected Mayor of Portsmouth, 
and during his term of office numerous important functions devolved upon him. 

In the Jewish community Alderman Emanuel is best known for the 
interest he for many years took in Jewish prisoners in the convict establish- 
ments at Portsmouth and Parkhurst, and in the Jewish in-patients at the 
Consumption Hospital at Ventnor. He was for some time Honorary 
Chaplain at Portsmouth Prison, and together ‘with the Visitation Com- 
mittee of the United Synagogue, he was instrumental in obtaining the 
appointment by the Home Office of a recognised Jewish Chaplain, whose salary 
is partly paid by the State, for the Jewish convicts at Parkhurst. Mr. 
Emanuel was at one time President of the Portsmouth Hebrew Congregation. 
With Mrs. Emanuel—a faithful companion in his public as in his private 
life—he presented a clock to the Jewish Industrial School for Boys at Hayes. 
Mr. Emanuel, it may be mentioned, was Trustee of Aria College. 

The deceased, as well as his wife, was a person of great breadth of mind. 
This quality was particularly evinced in February, 1902, when Mrs. Emanue! 
opened a Methodist Chapel, and Mr. Alderman Emanuel presided at a meeting 
in aid of the funds of the chapel. As a matter of fact, the foundation-stone 
of the chapel had been laid by Alderman Emanuel during his year of office as 
Mayor. At the meeting, Alderman Emanuel said, amid approving cheers, 
that he had done his duty as a resident of Portsmouth, and during two 
Mayoralties, toall denominations. In England, he added, the age of prejudice 
had passed, and his conscience as a loyal Jew told him he was doing the 
right thing in helping his Christian neighbours to deepen the religious life 
about them. 

Mr. Emanuel’s devotion to Jewish interests, however, was .always keen 
and profound ; and his concern for the Jewish welfare was by no means of a 
parochial character, but extended to the community as a whole. It may be 
recalled that in January, 1892, Mr. Emanuel was presented with an 
illuminated address in recognition of the valued services he had rendered to 
the local community by collecting £1,100 for the purpose of carrying out the 
renovation and decoration of the synagogue. Our columns have recently 
recorded the fact that Mr. Emanuel had undertaken to defray the cost 
of the enlargement of the synagogue. In August, 1907, Alderman and 
Mrs. Emanuel presented the town of Portsmouth with a handsome fountain, 
and they set aside a sum of money so that it may be supplied with water in 
perpetuity. Mr. Emanuel succumbed to heart disease and bronchitis. 

At the Portsmouth Police Court on Wednesday, the Chairman of the 
Magistrates said that Mr. Emanuel was respected not only by the Bench but 
also by the inhabitants of the town. He was sure that he was only voicing 
the feelings of the whole of the Magistrates when he said how sorry they 
were, and how deeply they regretted the termination of the late Alderman's 
active public career; and on behalf of the Bench he extended to Mrs. 
Emanuel his deepest sympathy and condolence. 

The funeral is fixed to take place to-day.(Friday) at 11.30 a.m. 


AUGUSTO LUZZATTO PASHA. 

The African World (from which the following particulars are taken) records 
the death, on the 17th inst., of Luzzatto Pasha, for many years general manager 
of the Bank of Egypt, one of the men who have 
stood in the forefront of Egypt's progress in recent 
years. Luzzatto Pasha had for long occupied a 
prominent position in the financial world of Egypt, 
where he was held in the highest esteem, gaining * 
reputation for integrity and steadfastness — of 
purpose which stood him in good stead in directing 
the destinies of the institution with which he was 
associated nearly all his life. He entered the 
service of the Bank of Egypt as a mere boy in the 
early days of the bank, and gradually worked him- 
self up to occupy the post of general manager, ! 
which he was able, last year, to celebrate his 
jubilee of service. It was a record of which the 
deceased was justifiably proud. His whole 
existence was bound up in the success of the bank, 
and he would never entertain the idea of retiring 
and making room for a younger man. A man of 
shrewd judgment and winning personality, Luzzatto made himself especially 
popular among the native capitalists and landed notables of the Delta, over 
whom he wielded considerable influence. On the occasion of his jubilee last 
year, the entire staff of the bank in Egypt united in celebrating the event by 
presenting the Pasha with a token of the sincere esteem in which he was 
held by them. This took the form of a solid gold plaque of artistic workman- 
ship bearing a suitable inscription. His Excellency, who was very proud of 
his Judaism, came of a family of bankers in Italy, and had the rank of Pasha 
bestowed on him three years ago by the Khedive, who thus recognised the 
eminent services rendered to Egyptian finance by the @eceased. He leaves 
a widow and daughter to mourn his loss,

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JULIUS RITTER VON GOMPERZ,. Brinn.

hy the death of Julius Ritter von Gomperz, which took place on Sunday 
at Briinn (the eapital of Moravia), Austrian Jewry loses one of its most 
distinguished members, and the Empire & man whose name has been 
prominently associated with its economic history for over half-a-century. 
He was one of the leading manufacturers of the Austrian Manchester, and his 


knowledge of economic questions was 80 profound that there was 
hardly any measure of importance _ relating to such problems on 
which he was not consulted by Ministers of all parties. He made 
his influence especially felt in the commercial treaties between 
the dual monarchies and with foreign countries. He was born 


at Brinn in 1824, and he became the head of a leading firm of cloth manufac- 
turers in that city. In 1859 he was elected a member of the Chamber of Com- 
merce and held the position of President for forty-seven years, filling also many 
ey bsidiary offices in connection with various undertakings of a publie nature 


promoted by the Chamber. He was for many years a member of the Briinn 


Municipal Council and the School Board. After the opening of the Moravian 
Diet in [861 he was elected a member of that body by the Chamber of 


Commerce and the Diet sent him as adeputy to the Chamber. He was elected 
4 member of the Reichsrat in 1873, and in 1892 was called to the Upper 
House. In all these bodies he was frequently entrusted with important 
reports. He was for over 50 years President of the Jewish community in 
Brinn and Treasurer of the District Jewish Fund. He was a 
generous supporter of charitable and social work and a patron of the Arts. 
He was married to the well-known opera singer, Karoline Bettelheim. who 
after her marriage, devoted her rare talents to charitable purposes, The 
decased left no children. One of his brothers, Max Ritter von Gomperz, is 
President of the Creditanstalt in Vienna, and another. Professor Theodor 
Ritter von Gomperz, is a well-known philologist, and a member of the Upper 
House. Julius von Gomperz received the knighthood of the Francis Joseph 
Order, the Lron Crown Third Class, and the Cross of Officer of the Legion of 
Honour. 

The funeral, which took place on Tuesday, was attended by representa- 
tives of the Upper House, the Chamber of Commerce, the Jewish community 
and numerous institutions with which the deceased was connected. = 


Mr. HENRY; SELIGMAN, Frankfort. 


The death took place on Saturday of apoplexy of Mr. Henry Seligman, the 
well-known banker and philanthropist. The deceased, who was a brother of 
Mr. Isaac Seligman and Mr. Leopold Seligman, of London, and was 
eighty years of age, combined an intense interest in Jewish affairs with a 
practical and spontaneous charity. At the funeral, on Monday, Rabbi Dr. 
Seligman delivered an address in which he described the deceased as a proto- 
type of the patriarchs of old. Dr. Jaffe also spoke a few words on behalf of 
the community, and Dr. R. Merzbach referred to the services of the deceased 
as founder and treasurer for over twenty years of the Frankfort Lodge of the 
Order b'nei Brith. Dr. Plaut also paid a tribute to the qualities of benevo- 
lence and friendship manifested by the deceased. The funeral service was 
rendered additionally solemn by choral items rendered by members of the 
Opera. Mr. D. A. Seligman and Mr. D. E. Seligman, of London, nephews, 
attended on behalf of the family in this city. 


Mr. MICHAEL RAPHAEL. 


Last Saturday, at his residence, 22, Cranbourne Street, Charing Cross 
Koad, Mr. Michael Raphael passed peacefully away in his eighty-seventh 
year. For close upon forty years he was officially connected with the 
Western Synagogue; at the termination of his services in 1897, he was 
presented with a handsome vellum testimonial address, which contained the 
following passage : 

They desire to record the fact that Mr. Raphael succeeded his father and brother 
who occupied the same post for fifty-five years; the various members of his family 
having served the congregation continuously for a period of one hundred years. .

Herr ALBERT STURM, Budapest.

Last week the death took place, at the age of 58, in Budapest, of Herr 
Albert Sturm, who was for many years head of the official Press bureau of the 
Hungarian Government. The deceased enjoyed great popularity and universal 
respect on account of his eminent ability and integrity. Sturm belongs to the 
creators of modern journalism in Hungary, and wrote with equal brilliance 
German and Hungarian. He accompanied the Sovereign at the Royal 
manceuvres, and by his political sagacity gained the favour of the Emperor, 
from whom he received several decorations. He never denied his Judaism, and 
Wook an active partin the philanthropic activity of the Budapestcommunity. He 
Was a zealous member of the Chevra Kadisha of that city. His funeral, which 
was largely attended, showed how great was the popularity which “ the little 
‘turm Bashi,” as he was familiarly known, enjoyed in all circles of Society. 
‘uméerous amusing anecdotes illustrate his ready wit. The late Minister of 
Justice, Desider Szilagyi, was dictating an official communiqué; somehow he 
was at a loss for words, and Sturm helped him. “Nicht wahr? Your 
Excelleney,” he remarked, “ it is a good thing that besides the great States- 
man there is also the little Jewish journalist.” Szilagyi, who was in ill- 
humour, retorted: “One can see you area Jew.” “Why? your Excellency,” 
asked Sturm, “Because you are impudent.” “And one can see that you are 
& Calvinist,” replied the ready journalist. “How?” asked the Minister.

Dr. ADOLF ANSPACH, Saaz.

In polities, he was one of the most active and most respected 
German Liberals... In token of respect to Dr. Anspach’s memory, a town 
festival was postponed and numerous signs of mourning were displayed. An 
official communiqué emphasised Dr. Anspach's meritorious activity in favour 
of his fellow-citizens, his readiness to help which “will for ever be remem- 
bered in all German hearts.” There was no local Jewish institution to which 
the deceased did not devote his time and his material support. The faneral 
was carried out at the expense of the community as a mark of the esteem in 
which the deceased was held. : 


Dr. ADOLPH M. RADIN. New York. 


Dr. A. M. Radin died on the 4th February, after an illness of several 
weeks, at the age of sixty. He was for many years Rabbi of the People's 
Synagogue of the Educational Alliance, and Senior Jewish Chaplain in the 
State prisons and reformatories of New York. He was born in Neustadt-Schir- 
windt (Russian Poland) in 1848 and went to Americain 1881. Dr. Radin was an 
excellent Hebrew and Talmadical scholar, and a forceful and witty speaker. 
He received his Talmudical education at Volozin and Eiseshol, afterwards 
studying at the universities of Berlin, KOnigsberg—where he edited a Jewish 
paper—and Greifswald where he obtained his Doctorate. Before settling in 
America he occupied the position of Rabbi successively at Mewe, Kempen, 
Kalitz and Lodz. When he settled in America he first became Rabbi ef the 
Congregation, at Elmira and later of the Gates of Hope Congregation, in New 
York. In the Zionist movement he was an active propagandist and orator. His 
interest in the East Side institutions was enormous, and hardly one of them 
that was at all deserving failed to obtain his assistance in collecting funds. 
The funeral on the 7th inst. was one of the largest ever witnessed in New 
York, and was attended by over 10,000 persons. Upwards of 300 police were 
requisitioned to keep the crowds in order. 


Our Paris correspondent writes :—One of the most distinguished Professors 
at the University of Paris, has just passed away, suddenly, at the age of 
forty-eight, in the person of Fréderic Rauh, Professor of Philosophy, at the 
Sorbonne and at the Superior Normal School. Science owes to him works of 
the highest importance, notably an “ Essai sur le fondement metaphysique 
de la morale,” and a volume on the “ Methode dans la Psychologie des 
Sentiments.” A man of the highest conscience and a hard worker, M. Rauh 
valiantly fought in the campaign in favour of Captain Dreyfus. He was then 
Professor at the University of Toulouse, and the brutalities to which he was 
subjected by hostile crowds did not deter him from being the warm defender 
of right against iniquity. : 


Jewish Religious Education Board. 


A meeting of the Jewish Religious Education Board was held on Wednes- 
day at the Central Synagogue Chambers. There were present :

A-letter was read from the Rey. J. F. Stern thanking the 
vote of condolence on the death of his mother. 

Before the business on the agenda was commenced the CHAIRMAN read the 
following statement :—The Executive Committee considered a correspondence 
which had taken place, from which it appeared that one of the Board's 
teachers had accompanied a number of Jewish children attending one of the 
classes of the Board to the pantomime on a Sabbath afternoon. The Com- 
mittee, while taking a very serious view of the matter, decided that, in view 
of the teacher's length of service with the Board, he should not be ealled upon 
to resign his post, but that he should be severely censured for his conduct, 
and this was accordingly done. 

In reply to a question, 

The Cuter RABBI said that there could be no question that attendance at 
a pantomime was not keeping the Sabbath in accordance with our Law. The 
Torah enacted that we were to remember the Sabbath-day to keep it holy 
Such attendance was surely a violation of Isaiah’s exhortation to honour the 
Sabbath, not doing our own ways, nor finding our own pleasure. 

On the motion of Mr. Morris HARRIS, seconded by Mr. J. Vieror, the 
Board approved the action of the Executive Committee. 

The CHAIRMAN reported that a letter had been received from Sir Mareus 
Samuel, intimating that he and his brother, Mr. Samuel Samuel, would contri- 
bute an additional donation of £300 to the Board. That sum had been 
offered at the time of the dinner subject to a certain condition, but that con- 
dition had now been withdrawn and the donation was therefore unre- 
servedly at the disposal of the Board. 

The SECRETARY (Mr. Arthur H. Woolf, M.A.) read the report of the 
Executive Committee, which included a recommendation to renew the grants 
to the East Ham Synagogue Religion Classes, the Walthamstow and Leyton 
Synagogue Classes and the Teachers’ Training Committee. 

In connection with this recommendation, Mr. MORRIS HARRIS moved an 
amendment, which was seconded by Mr. J. Victor, for the postponement of 
the grants until an enquiry had been held into the condition of religious 
education in the Tottenham district. Mr. Harris pointed out the urgent 
need for the provision of proper education for the Jewish children in that 
district, but in deference to appeals made to him not to adjourn the renewal 
of the grants to the organisations named above, he withdrew his amendment. 
with the view to bringing up the subject again at a later stage of the meeting. 

A letter was read from Mr. J. Dickson, bookseller, stating in reply to an 
inquiry by the Secretary that he was willing to supply copies of the Revised 
Version of the English Bible, with the appendix thereto, to schools, other 
than the Board’s classes (which he supplied at a lower rate) at 2s. 6d. per 
copy or 27s. per dozen. RAS 

The Curer RAs heartily commended the use of the Revised Version i» 
Jewish schools. 

Mr. Morris HARRIS having obtained the leave of the Board, moved :— 

To request the Committee of Correspondents to enquire and report te the 
Board at an early date as to the status of the Jewish religion classes in the 
Tottenham district, with the best means within the power of the Board by which it 
can aid to conserve in their religion the Jewish children in the Council schools of 
that place. 

Mr. J. Vicror, seconded the motion. After some discussion (which 
turned mainly on the expediency of embarking on a new enquiry before the 
Special Committee appointed last year, had reported, although s mpathy 
was expressed with the needs of the Jews in the Tottenham district), it was 
resolved on the motion of Mr. JACK M. MYERS, seconded by Mr. C. A. 
MocatTta, that the consideration of the subject be postponed for three months, 
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THE JUBILEE OF THE BOARD OF GUARDIANS. 

On Monday evening, the President of the Board of Guardians and Mrs. 
Leonard L. Cohen gave an “At Home,” at the Institute of Painters, in 
Piccadilly, to celebrate the Board's Jubilee. Some hundreds of ladies and 
gentlemen accepted Mr. and Mrs. Cohen's invitation, forming a gathering 
which was thoroughly representative of the community. A very pleasant 
couple of hours were spent by the guests, who found much to admire in the 
portraits on the walls of the Gallery, and in the excellent music performed 
by the White Viennese Orchestra. 

To commemorate the Jubilee, the staff of the Board were entertained to 
dlinner in the Trocadero Restaurant on Monday last by the Vice-Presidents, 
Messrs. Louis E. Raphael and Michael A. Green. Mr. M. STEPHANY, the 
Secretary, presided, 

After the loyal toasts had been duly honoured, 

The CHAIRMAN, in proposing the toast of the evening, “ The Board and its 
honorary officers,’ gave a short résumé of the history of the Board and referred 
to the great services rendered to the community by the generous workers 
of a previous generation, under whose guidance he had worked. The names 
of men like Frederic David Mocatta, Lionel L. Alexander and Lionel Louis 
Cohen would for ever be engraved in the annals of Anglo-Jewish history and 
the whole-hearted devotion to duty they displayed would serve as an example 
worthy of imitation by their successors. On behalf of the staff, Mr. Stephany 
tendered Mr. H. Shmith congratulations on his approaching silver 
wedding. He further referred to the ability and zeal ever displayed by his 
friend, Mr. Berman, in his multifarious duties. He added a few words of 
appreciation of the consideration which was ever shown by the honorary 
oflicers of the Board to the members of the staff. All of them were grateful 
for the advice those gentlemen were ever ready to give and he personally 
owed them a deep debt of gratitude for the friendship which they had 
extended to him during the long course of service it had been his proud 
privilege to have been associated with the staff.

The Finances of the United Synagogue. : 
— 


The Treasurers of the United Synagogue, in the Thirty-Ninth An» 
Report of that institution which will be laid before the Council next Tyox. 
day, complain that no attempt is made to reduce expenditure when ther. 
a falling revenue, even after it is evident by years of experience, that : ho 
shrinkage is not merely of a temporary character. The 30 per cent. tay on 
seat rental produced in 1908 £4.877,or £1,801 less than was required to meet 
payments for the general and charitable purposes of the United Synagoyne 
The extra-synagogal financial responsibilities which devolve on the Counc! 
entailed an expenditure of £3,848, mainly in charity distributed by tho 
Overseers of the Board, Supply of Matzos to the Poor, Grants to tho 
Visitation Committee and the Discharged Prisoners’ Aid Fund, Fp 
Services for the Poor, and subventions to the Board of Guardians. 
Jews’ College and Board of Deputies. Further, the sum of £2,850 j< 
charged to the General Account towards the upkeep of what may the 
termed the religious government of the community as a whole. The 
gross ordinary income of the institution as a whole for the yea, 
1908 was £39,280 (an increase of £367), and the gross ordinary expendj- 
ture £37,610 (an increase of £458), but on both sides of the account is 
included the sum of £514, contributions towards the Mutual Aid Fund. The 
gross ordinary revenue of the constituent synagogues (excluding contri}y- 
tions to the Mutual Aid Fund), was £34,344, or £431 less than in 1907. Five 
Synagogues had _ increased incomes amounting to £448, and eleven 
showed a decreased revenue totalling £881. The General Funded Property 
of the United Synagogue, which was valued at £39,169 at the time of the 
amalgamation in 1870, is now worth £22,920. Legacies and gifts in memoriam 
amounted in the aggregate to £513. At the end of the year the rol! of 
membership was 4,835 males (4,729 in 1907), 2,653 females (2,630 in 1907), and 
164 assessed members, a total of 7,652. It is pointed out that there are 
numerous Jewish families residing outside the Metropolitan area in Middle- 
sex, Herts, Kent, Surrey, etc., who should ve approached with the view of 
their acquiring membership, and for this class assessed membership is 
peculiarly suitable, The offerings declined by £228, 

The marriages solemnised at constituent and other synagogues numbered 
1,361—118 less than in the previous year. The contributions tothe Chic! 
Rabbi's Fund amounted to only £242, against £289 in 1907, 

The total income ofthe Visitation Fund was £1,223, which included a vite 
of £650 (exclusive of £100 to the Discharged Prisoners’ Aid Society), £30 from the 
Spanish and Portuguese Synagogue, and £50 from the West London Synagogue. 
The total expenditure was £1,171.. The contribution of £150 to the Hayes 
Industrial School was continued, and that to the Industrial School for Girls 
at Stamford Hill was reduced from £55 to £25. The expenditure on account 
of the Discharged Prisoners’ Aid Society reached £468, As many as 17s 
cases were assisted, each case being personally treated by Mr. 8S. Rehtisch, 
who devotes much time and ability to this humanitarian work. The visitation 
of institutions of such a diversified nature as hospitals, workhouses, infirm- 
aries, prisons, reformatories, asylums and parochial district schools, where 
the number of Jewish inmates admitted during the year is reported to have 
exceeded 4,500, involves an enormous amount of time, labour, devotion and 
attention. As many as 4,185 visits were paid. The total number of Jews in 
local prisons was 552 (against 547 in 1907), of whom 470 were discharged, and 
of convicts 63 (69 in 1907), of whom 24 were discharged. The number of 
deportation orders made during the year (none of which were rescinded hy 
the Home Office) was 43, an increase of 15 on the previous year. 

The Overseers of the Poor expended on old-age pensions, grants or 
advances for trade purposes and other grants from Bequests and Trusts 
Accounts £2,935, in addition to £727 voted by the Council. They also 
utilised £301, entrusted to their care by Messrs. N. M. Rothschilds and 
Sons, as old-age pensions. The total expended by the United Synagogue tor 
charitable and educational purposes was £8,867. The report of the Com- 
mittee of Workers among the Poor shows that the Centre met 255 times, and 
that 2,452 cases were dealt with. 

The Board of Management of the Beth Hamedrash and Jewish Institute 
report that there is every reason to be gratified with the results accon- 
plished during the past year. The Board’s endeavours to put in force the 
full working capacity of the building are, however, frustrated by lack of 
monetary resources. The approximate attendances were 110,567. 

There are four associate synagogues, namely East Ham and Manor Park, 
South-East London, West Ham, and Poplar. : 

From the report of the Burial Committee, it appears that the total inter- 
ments for the year were 1,775, against 1,876 in 1907. The charity funerals 
were 834 (against 876 in the previous year), 636 having been those of natives 
and persons resident in England over ten years, and 198 of foreigners. 

An analysis of the “ Causes of Death” shows that still births and abortions ha\e 
decreased by 41. The figures classed under the heading of “ Zymotic diseases ~ are 
in excess of last year, and again there have been no deaths either from small-po 
typhus or cholera. The Cancer figures, unfortunately, show an increase from 37 11 
1900, to 65 last year. . Phthisis has increased by 8, and “ Diseases of the Circulatory 
System” by 20. The other “ Diseases” mentioned in the Table of “ Causes of Death 
show only slight variations, “ All other causes” are set down as 184, as compare: 
with 284 in the previous year. The present year's record is the lowest since 1900, and 
the high mortality of the intermediate years shedsa lurid sidelight on the hardships 0! 
the refugees from Russian persecution. Owing to the fact that practically all Charity 
Funerals are carried out by the United Synagogue, and the proportion of children » 
Charity Funerals being largely in excess of those of adult, and having regard to the 
absence of birth-rate statistics of Jews, added to the inability to obtain relialic 
statistics from certain other societies in the Metropolis which undertake the burial of 
members of the Jewish faith, it is impossible to state definitely the actual death-rate, 
but the Committee furnish every detail in their power, with the object, they believe, 
of enabling a fair survey to be made of the mortality in the Jewish community of Uc 
Metropolis. 

The Burial Committee record their great appreciation of the inestimable 
services rendered by Mr. P. Ornstien, the Secretary, who is ably seconded by 
Mr. A. H. Valentine, the Assistant Secretary, and the entire staff; they 
further state that the Sexton (Mr. G. Friedlander), and his staff, have carried 
out their onerous duties with their usual tact and assiduity. In respect to 
the entire report of the United Synagogue and the numerous accounts 
appended thereto, the master hand of the Secretary is to be found on 
almost every page. Mr. Ornstien has once again performed his arduous work 
with remarkable care and ability.

\ JEWISH POOR COMMISSION? 


vour years ago the present writer was permitted in these columns to 
draw attention to what was then, and is still, the inadequately organised and 
wasteful condition of the charitable system of the Jewish community in the 
metropolis. The publication of the epoch-making report of the Poor Law 
Commission affords a convenient opportunity of reviewing the matter again in 
the light of the recommendations of the Commissioners, and of considering what 
lessons the community may learn from them. 

For good or for evil, the community has to a large extent taken upon 
‘tself the burden of dealing with its poor. Whilst it is true that, e.g., the 
aged receive old age pensions ; the sick obtain medical relief from the Poor 
jaw Guardians; the mentally or physically afflicted are cared for by the 
State, and children are fed from funds provided by the rates; for all intents 
and purposes the responsibility of dealing with the Jewish poor has been 
porne by Jews in addition to their contribution to the maintenance of the 
reneral poor. The problem has been complicated by the influx of a very 
large number of foreigners into, the metropolis, and whilst it is possible that 
different view might have been adopted if all the Jewish poor were of 
English birth, the community has not hitherto dared to meet the inevitable 
position to the support by the general community ofa large class of alien 
paupers. \ccording to the return in the “Jewish Year Book,” over £150,000 
was subscribed last year for the maintenance of charities dealing with the 
Jewish poor. There is little doubt that this sum is considerably under- 
estimated. It takes no account of the “foreign ” societies giving grants to 
foreign-speaking Jews, of pensions granted by private individuals, ete. In 
any case, the total sum is very considerable. The number of workers among 
the poor is also very large. What then is lacking? We may apply the words 
of the Majority Report of the Commission :— 

There is evidence from mang quarters to show that the weak part of our system is 
est want of public spirit or benevolence, or lack of funds, or of social workers, or of 
out of which those can be made. Its weakness is lack of organisation, of 
f confidence in those who administer the system.

Much could be said of the pernicious waste of many thousands of pounds 
a vear involved in the existence, side by side, in the community of charitable 
‘stitutions dealing with the same class of persons without co-operation, or 
{the unfortunate results arising out of the management of institutions 
sweking to solve, or at all events palliate, social evils, by persons possessing 
little or no experience of the problems of poverty. All this is common ground. 
The larger questions, however, arise :—*“ How is the community bearing its 
self-imposed burden? Is it really attacking the problems of poverty con- 
fronting it with success?” The remedy for poverty (as Mr. and Mrs. Webb 
say in their introduction to the re-published Minority Report of the Commis- 
sion is neither simple nor obvious, and Herbert Spencer's pregnant apologue 
of the iron plate that bulged may well be taken to heart :— 


You see that this wrought-iron plate is not quite flat: it sticks up a little here 
towards the left—“cockles,” as we say. How shall we flatten it’ Obviously, you 
rely, by hitting down on the part thatis prominent. Well, here is a hammer, and I 
gvethe plate a blow as you advise. Harder, you say. Still no effect. Another 
stroke’ Well, there is one, and another, and another. The prominence remains, you 
we: theevil is as great as ever—creater, indeed. But this is not all. Look at the 
carp Which the plate has got near the opposite edge. Where it was flat before it is 

wcurved. A pretty bungle we have made of it. Instead of curing the original 
rial we nave prodaced a second. Hlad we asked an artisan practised in 

ynishing,” as it is called, he would have told us that no good was to be done, but 


mischief, by hitting down on the projecting part. He would have taught us how 
vistv~directed and specially-adjusted blows with a hammer elsewhere ; so 
aitucking the evil not by direct, but by indirect, actions. The required process Is less 
imple than you thought, 

The immediate inconvenience of the hungry child is easily solved—by 
feeding him; a 15s. dole given by the Jewish Board of Guardians will 
efectively dispose, for the time being, of the boot-finisher who has no work ; 
afew bread, meat and coal tickets will generally prevent the permanently 
inder-employed tailors’ presser from troubling the donor for some 
time. Bat are the real problems of the hungry child or the out-of-work boot- 
finisher or the under-employed presser disposed of by this action? It may 
ke answered that the “ problems behind” are far too vast and difficult for 
the community to attempt to attack. To this the writer ventures strongly 
to urge that the community can only adopt two consistent standpoints. It 
must either leave to the State the cost of its poor in common with those of 
other denominations, or, having taken up the burden, it must deal with the 
whole matter thoroughly. 

There are no passages of the Report of the Poor Law Commissioners 
more striking than those in which they show that it is to the root causes of 
poverty and unemployment that we must look if we are to find any solvent 
of present distress : that the decrease of unemployment depends on the organi- 
sation of enployment; that the limitation of poverty hinges on prophylactic 
rather than curative measures; that we we must not wait till’a man has 
fallen into the pit, bat must take him in hand while he yet hovers on the 
fringe. The problem of the hungry child is the problem of the home from 
Which he comes; that of unemployment of many hundreds of men in the 
boot trade is the better organisation of the trade to which they belong. It 
8, the writer believes, true to say that many hundreds of Jewish tailors are 
it the present moment working from 7 a.m. to midnight, whilst others have 
no Work at all. This fact alone must have an immense bearing on the poverty 
of East London. The whole subject of the fate of the boys and girls leaving 
school is of immense importance and has a direct bearing on subsequent 
distress. It is true that the Industrial Committee of the Jewish Board of 
“uardians exists, but only a comparatively small number of children are 
dealt with; and the work of the Committee is done without reference to the 
Problem as a whole. It cannot be said that the matter has no direct bearing 
on the Work of the community, because no fact is brought out more clearly in 
both the majority and minority Reports of the Poor Law Commission than the 
view that (in the words of the majority) “this is, perhaps, the most serious of 
the phenomena which we have encountered in our study of unemployment.” 
If the adult pauper is dealt with by the community, the causes producing him 
Must also be attacked. 

It is surely false policy to wait till a man is destitute rather than attack 
adequately and wisely the sources of his destitution. The Poor Law 

ommissioners have much to say about the mobility of labour, the need for a 
vell-organised system of labour exchanges, the exploitation of juvenile 
sbour and the necessity for the continued training of the young ; but lack of 

pace precludes the consideration of these important matters. The writer's 
purpose will have been served if he has made it clear that, to a very large 
rare the community having taken up the relief of its poor, is merely 
mon we at the problems connected with them. We have the necessary 

oney, if it is wisely administered. Has not, then, the time arrived when the 
calle Should establish a Jewish Poor Commission to enquire 
the manifold and complex problems which affect ite 
anship and sympathy it should not be impossible to av ype

S. Friedeberg 
and I. Raffalovich, and Messrs. B. L. Benas, J.P.. and Bertram B. Benas for 
their kind assistance in making all necessary arrangements, and for their 
hospitable reception of the representatives of the Union. 

The following suggestions, made in the course of the proceedings at 
the Liverpool Conference, were considered :— 

|) That the Union of Jewish Literary Societies in future only hold one Conference 
annually, and that this Conference be held alternately in London anda _ provincial 
town. 

2) That the Union publish and sell readers for school children, such as the Natural 
History Readers used in ordinary shools.on biblical. religious and historical subjects 
looked at from the Jewish aspect 

5) ‘That fature discussions at Conferences consist of papers dealing with sugges- 
tions showing the manner in which to work Literary Societies and the Way to obtain 
eflicient lecturers 

1) That Jewish Literary Societies in Unive rsity towns be asked to co operate Ww ith 
the University authorities in drawing up their syllabuses. 
° 9) It was resolved to recommend to the Council that papers read before the Liver- 
pool Conference be printed and circulated as pamphlets among the Constituent 
Socielies 

6) It was resolved to recommend a) That the following article be added to the 
constitution :—* The President of the Union shall be chosen by the Council for the 
time being, either from among their own number: or otherwise, and the person so 
chosen shall be formally ratified by the members of the Conference at which the other 
office-bearers and the Council of the Union are elected.” (6) “ Thatin Rule VILL. of the 
constitution the following words be added after the word President, ‘ to be elected as 
hereinafter provided. ” 

Mr. F.S. Spiers gave notice of motion for the next Council meeting that 
suggestion 1 be referred to the Annual Conference. 

Suggestions 2 and 5 were referred to the Executive Committee for 
consideration and report. 

Suggestion 4 amended to read “The Jewish Literary Societies in 
University towns should secure as far as possible the co-operation of the 
University authorities in drawing up their programmes,” was adopted. 

Suggestion 6 was referred to the Annual Conference to be held in June, 
together with a recommendation on the same subject adopted by the Council 
at the previous meeting. 

Mr. LEON SIMON reported that the Stepney Borough Library authorities 
would undertake to bind and keep in good condition the Hebrew books to be 
presented by the Union to form the nucleus of a Children’s Hebrew Library, 
subject to the Rules of the Stepney Borough Library being accepted. Mr. 
Simon had written asking for certain modifications of these rules, but had 
not yet received a reply. Mr. Simon was instructed, on receipt of @ 
favourable reply, to proceed to obtain the books.

To Those About to Marry. 
. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE “ JEWISH CHRONICLE.” 


Srr,—-The reference of your correspondent who is responsible for the 
column dealing with matters “From the East End,” to what he terms an 
unrehearsed incident at the recent annual general meeting of the East London 
Orphan Aid Society affords me another opportunity of drawing attention to 
the serious difficulty with which I and my colleagues in East London have to 
contend in the performance of our duties in connection with the solemnisa- 
tion of marriages] 

Yeur correspondent draws attention to the appearance at the meeting 
of a “blustering bridegroom,” who “angrily wanted to know why the 
minister was not at the synagogue to tie the marriage knot.” Some details 
of the incident may serve the useful purpose of remedying the evil which 
necessarily adds to the difficulties of the minister, and, as in the case in 
point, is a source of irritation and inconvenience to those who have recourse 
to his ministrations on an occasion which should bring clergy and laymen 
together under the happiest and most joyful of circumstances. On the day 
of the Orphan Aid meeting, arrangements had been made for the solemnisa- 
tion of ten marriages at the East London Synagogue, at intervals during the 
day from 10 a.m. to 4 p.m. My colleague being indisposed, the duty of 
celebrating these marriages devolved upon me. The marriage of the parties 
whose belated attendance came to the notice of your correspondent, was 
arranged by them for 2 o'clock. On the receipt handed to the bridegroom 
on the payment of the marriage fee is printed the following in English and 
Yiddish :— 

It has been arranged by you with the synagogue authorities that your marriage 
takes place on ......... te e  canescicc oclock. If you and the other members of the 
wedding party are not in attendance at the time stated above, the synagogue 
authorities will not be responsible for any delay im the solemnisation of the marriage 
ceremony. 3 

I remained within the precincts of the synagogue awaiting the arrival 
of the parties to the marriage referred to till 415, when I left 
to keep my appointment as Hon. Secretary of the East London Orphan 
Aid Society at the neighbouring Stepney Jewish Schools. It was not till 
1.40, two hours and forty minutes after the time arranged, that the bride 
arrived at the synagogue. I will not enter into the details of the angry 
reception that awaited me on my return to the synagogue at the earliest 
possible moment to perform the marriage ceremony. Sutftice it to say there 
are among our people in East London some who have no sense of what is 
due to the synagogue and its ministers, who contend, and do not hesitate to 
assert it in terms not always courteous or complimentary, that having paid 
their marriage fee, they are at liberty to disregard any arrangement made as 
to time, without any consideration for those who are affected by their 
erratic conceptions of what is reasonable. 

They do not think it necessary to notify the synagogue authorities of 
any change they decide upon with reference to the appointment originally 
made, but they expect the minister and the synagogue officials to be in 
readiness to receive them the moment they appear upon the scene, regardless 
of every other duty and engagement demanding their attention. It is by no 
means a rare occurrence for the parties to a marriage to postpone the date 
of its celebration after all arrangements have been made, without giving any 
notification of such postponement at the office of the synagogue. In the 
¢ircumstances, I venture to think that the sympathy which your East End 
correspondent felt for the “distracted” bridegroom, is really due to the 
distracted minister. |

THE ‘‘CHILDREN’S ENCYCLOPAEDIA.” 
The Editor and the President of the Board. 


“Make yourself familiar with the narrative that you condemn.” 


The SOLICTTOR AND SECRETARY read the following letter, which had bee) 
addressed to Mr. Arthur Mee, Editor of the “ Children’s Encyclopedia ” :— 


G Dear Sirx,—The attention of my Board (which is the representative Body of th, 
Jews of the United Kingdom) has been called, from a number of quarters, to sta: 
ments of a nature insulting to the Jews which appeared in an article headed “ ‘Tho 
Children’s Book of Bible Stories—The destruction of a nation” in part 22 of 
the “ Children’s Encyclopedia.” The article itself is written in a style which renders 
it exceedingly difficult even for an adult to know how much of it is intended to repr 
sent the author's views of the Biblical history of the Jews, and how much is criticisn 
of the Jews of the present day ; but the primary effect of the article is toimpresson young 
Christian readers that the “craven and wicked people” who were overwhelmed by thy 
power of Babylon because they thought only of their own earthly prosperity, are now 
again suffering from the same fault and that they are still gross materialists onl, 
looking forward to the coming of the Messiah for the material benetits which the, 
expect to glean from His advent. Far from this being the fact, the Jewish idea! is 
that the blessings of the Messianic days will be spiritual, and that then the truth and 
binding force of the Divine law will be acknowledged by all men, and peace wil! 
prevail throughout the world. (See Isaiah ii. 2-4, xi. 1-9, Micahiv. 1-5). The article 
proceeds to assert that the history of the Jews ended in Nebuchadnezzar’'s time when 
the whole people were “ wiped off the face of the earth,” and the author concludes wit) 
the astounding statement “All the earth is blessed in the ruin of Israel and their 
destruction is the salvation of the whole earth.” 

This statement is strangely at variance with the teachings of Christianity which 
presuppose the restoration of Israel as the condition of the fulfilment of Christ s 
second coming. It is difficult to conceive how, otherwise than by an oversight, an 
Editor could permit such an offensive attack on Judaism to be published in a periodical! 
under his control, even were it intended for the use of adults. Published, however, a- 
it is as a work of reference for the use of children of tender years—who are thus 
deliberately taught that the Jew is a creature to be despised and loathed, and that 
‘according to the literal reading of the article) on his destruction depends the happi 
ness and salvation of the world—the injury is all the greater and the error the more 
to be deplored. My Board expresses its surprise, and regret that a firm of the standing 
of the Amalgamated Press should permit publication of such sentiments in any column 
for which it is responsible. Under these circumstances my Board asks that a suitable 
correction of the statement to which exception is here taken may be made in an earl) 
number of the same periodical, and that in any reprint of the work the objectionable 
passage may be revised.

Dear Sir,—I beg to acknowledge receipt of your letters of January 27th and 
28th, dealing with my Board's communication on the subject of the article on the 
Jews in part 22 of the “ Children’s Encyclopedia.” Asin your letter of January 2/th, 


you point to the “ weighty words” of the Jewisa Curonicie, which seem to dispos, 


of my Board's contention, I should mention at once a fact, which has no dout' 
escaped your notice, namely, that it was this very newspaper which, in its issue of the 
5th January, first called the attention of the Jewish community, in terms of 
unqualified indignation, to the objectionable character of the paragraphs in your 
article against which my Board subsequently raised a protest. I am unable, there 
fore, in the slightest degree to appreciate the “impartial criticism” of that paper 
referred to in your letter of January 27th, and under the circumstances the various 
attitudes of the Jewisu Curgonicie in this matter may be safely disregarded. {There 
is one point in my letter to you of the 25th ultimo which does not seem to be debate 
able, and to which you do not reply, and that is the inaccuracy of the assertion in the 
article that the Jews “to this very day” only look forward to the coming of the 
Messiah for the material benefits which they hope to derive from it. My letter 


sufficiently showed that this was inaccurate, and I think you must agree that here, at 


least, there is no question of a “historical present.” The words of the sentence in 
question and their context prevents such a suggestion, and as you are good enough 
to offer to correct, at your first opportunity, any possible misinterpretation, you will 
no doubt see your way to correct the wrong impression which this mistake is likely to 
cause. My Board will be most pleased to hear that the article was not intended to be 
anti-Semitic, and the only remaining question, therefore, is to see whether this has 
been made clear to your child readers in the article itself. And in this connection 

cannot help feeling that a child is far more likely to read and consider each fortnightly 
instalment of an article, and possibly even each sentence and phrase in such article, 
by itself, than to bring a critical capacity to bear on the series of articles as a whole. 
I willingly accept your explanation that the phrases relating to the destruction of 
Israel, such as the one which reads :—“ And this people is destroyed” were intended 
to apply to the Jews as a nation and not otherwise, and that (with the exception of 
the sentence dealing with the Jewish view of the present day as to the Messiah), the 
historical sense was intended in the phrases which were objected to. But I am con- 
firmed that this use of the present tense is not generally understood by the youthful 
mind. Moreover, I still feel that if the historical present was intended in the 
concluding phrase (to which particular exception was taken), “ all the earth is blesse:! 
in the ruin of Israel and their destruction is the salvation of the whole world,” in view 
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aeen the strong indictment which the sentence contained, the fact that it was intended to 
soply to the time of Nebuchadnezzar, and not the present time, is not sufficiently

The Jewish Form of Oath. 


The PRESIDENT reported that the following letter had been sent to Mr. 
Edgar Brierley, stipendary magistrate in Manchester, in reference to the 
form of oath employed in the case of Jews appearing as witnesses in his court:

Dear Str,—My Board has been informed by Mr.° David 8. Garson, one of its 
members, that he has brought to your notice the fact that the alteration of the form of 
oath for administration to Jews is not only unnecessary but actually causes offence to 
Jews to whom the special form is administered. The word “ Jehovah” is never used 
by Jews, as being the ineffable name of the Almighty. The word “God,” on the other 
hand, is the name used by Jews in their prayers to the Almighty, and an oath in the 


form “So help you God,” is absolutely binding on their consciences. Mr, Garson 
mformed my Board that you see no objection to the ordinary form of oath being used 
in the case of Jews, and my Board would therefore be glad to hear that you have been 
good enough to give instructions that the objectionable form of oath be no longer 


administered to Jews, I am informed.that the error in the form of oath is very 
general, and it is difficult to trace its actual origin.

The Walls of Jericho.* 


A Berlin correspondent of the Westminster Gazette writes : 


Within the last twelve months German enterprise has rendered a great 
service to archeological research by bringing again to the light of day the 
buried fortress-city of Jericho, and, incidentally, of adding yet another link 
to the chain of evidence in favour of the historical truth of Biblical records. 
Until the trial excavations made in 1907 by Professor Ernst Sellin with 
Austrian financial support, Jericho was a mere historical abstraction of which 
even the exact site was doubtful. It was not even certain whether the oval 
plateau which lies a mile to the north of the wretched little Fellah village 
called, as if in mockery,“ Eriha” was natural, artificial, or, as is known to-day, 
a combination of both. The trial excavations made by Dr. Sellin proved 
that enormous cultural profits would result from farther work ; and last year, 
with the monetary backing of the German Orient Society, excavations were 
begun upon a great scale. For the results, which have only just been 
announced, | am indebted to the learned secretary of the society, Dr. Bruno 
Gueterbock. The work last year was carried out under the general direc- 
torate of Dr. Sellin, accompanied by Dr. Felix Langenegger as expert architect, 
and Professor Carl Watzinger as archwologist, with a corps of two hundred 
native workers, who laid bare the essential features of the impregnable 
Canaanitish fortress within a space of three months. 

That Jericho was indeed the impregnable city it is depicted in the Bible 
became visible before the excavations had gone very far. The plateau upon 
which it is situated rises, indeed, only about thirty feet above the surround- 
ing plain. but this egg-shaped plateau, which is some 360 métres long and 
160 across at its widest part, was found to be completely surrounded by a 
tremendously strong and well-built wall of stone and brick, and within this 
wall was soon unearthed an equally strong citadel, with inner and outer walls 
and towers at the corners, and finally an inner town, the inhabitants of which 
were thus protected against their foes by three walls, each of which was 
impregnable to any engines of warfare known at the time. Such were the 
general features of Jericho before the Destruction. In addition to the for- 
tifications, large areas were laid bare, revealing extremely well-preserved 
streets of houses, dating from early Canaanitish times, and passing through 
a stage of Israelitish culture up to shortly before the birth of Christ. These, 
and the usual Kulturschichten, in the shape of successive deposits of domestic 
utensils, exhaust all that is known of Jéricho up to this. 


Only a small part of the total area covered by Jericho has so far been 
laid bare. but after the original trial excavations it became easy to choose 
the most interesting parts. First of all comes the outer circumvallation, a 
work described by Dr. Langenegger as “cyclopean,” of which some four 
hundred metres were cleared, the parts chosen being two segments on the 
north and south. This other fortification is built in two layers, the lower 
being an escarped wall of broken stone, of an average height of five metres, 
crowned by a vertical brick wall, which was originally of great height, but, 
unlike the still perfectly preserved stone foundation-wall, has suffered 
severely. The foundation-wall is extremely well built and skilfully but- 
tressed, as is shown by the fact that the excavators found not a single 
vertical fissure. Dr. Langenegger describes it as “a mighty bastion,” and 
adds that “the builders were past-masters in the art of broken-stone con- 
struction, and their work is done as no beginner could have done it. 


Modern wall-building with broken stone can boast,” he adds, “no superiority | 


over the walls of Jericho.” This colossal wall, in addition to being steeply 
escarped, also bulges outward half-way up, probably to add further difficulty 
to an attempted éscalade. It follows in curves and without angles the steep 
slope of the plateau, of which it is indeed essentially a buttress, the real 
city wall as visible from inside being the layers of brick on top. The 
Canaanitish architects, or, rather, military engineers, used local stone: and 
although they did not square it, they filled every interstice with smaller 
stones, and at the base placed two rows of roughly squared stones with face 
areas of as much as two square yards. In parts the walls show slight dif- 
ferences of construction, and this the German exeavators interpret as prov- 
ing that the southern fortifications belong to an older stage of construction. 
The brick wall which crowns this gigantic work is best preserved on the 
north. It is about two metres thick, still stands in parts to a height of two 
and a half metres, and was originally six or eight métres in height. The 
Canaanitish brick-masters were inferior to those of Babylon in that they 
observed no normal format. The bricks differ much in size, and rest in mortar 
not very carefully laid, irregularities being got over by inserting smaller 
bricks or fragments of stone. Traces of the straw used to bind the bricks 
are plainly visible. The exact length of the circumvallation was 778 métres, 
and within this lay the whole city of Jericho proper, though, as in the case 
of European medieval cities, building afterwards spread beyond the walls. 

According to Dr. Langenegger, “ Jericho in those days was unconquerably 
strong . . . and its menacing outline was visible from afar in the level 
plain of the Jordan.” But, strong as were its outer walls, they were not all. 
The double-walled citadel which lies in the northern segment of the cireum- 
vallation is a still more remarkable structure. 
walls, which are about sixty metres in length, and small sections of the east 
and west walls only have been disclosed, so that it is not yet certain whether 
the fortress was square or oblong, or what area it covered. Both corners 
exposed have tremendously strong towers, the west tower covering an area 
of sixty square metres. Like the outer walls, the citadel is built of brick 
upon a solid stone foundation, the foundation in the east being composed of 
six layers of roughly hewn cubical limestone blocks. Here, too, the brick- 
work is inferior to the stonework beneath it. Between the two citadel walls 
run numerous transverse walls, some of which belong to older houses, which 
the fortifiers, who, perhaps, worked in haste, had not taken the trouble to 
clear altogether away. There is reason to suppose that the citadel, as it now 
stands, belongs to later than Canaanitish times. 

Such were Jericho's fortifications. The cultural life of its Canaanitish 
inhabitants is shown best by the network of curved streets excavated within 
the citadel walls. The pottery yields here are meagre, and only the smaller 
vessels were found unbroken. The Canaanitish vessels are mostly made with 
broad, projecting rims, to facilitate holding while they were carried on the 
head. For storing supplies at home were used neckless kettle-shaped vessels, 
and amphorze with necks and side-handles. All this pottery is very thick- 
walled, and sometimes painted with stripes of yellow ochre; but there is no 
sign of any regular system of ornament. That these vessels are really 
Canaanitish is shown by the fact that they are found only in the strata dating 
from before the Destruction ; and from the sudden manner in which the type 
ceases the excavators infer that the ruin of Canaanitish Jericho was very 
complete, as elsewhere in Palestine Canaanitish pottery merges gradually 
with Israelitish types. Of bronze no trace was found, but a good idea of 
the state of Canaanitish culture is given from the discovery of pestle-heads, 
both round and pear-shaped, and of knives of obsidian and flint.

Notes on New Publications. 


It has long beer’ known that there were current under the name of 
Solomon a number of Jewish compositions from the first centuries before and 


after the Christian era. De la Cerda published, at Lyons in 1626, eighteen 
“Psalms of Solomon,” and these Greek Psalms undoubtedly came from a 
Hebrew original dating from the time of Pompey (between 7/0 and 40 B.C.E.). 
But these were not the only compositions of the kind. In addition there 
were a number of Odes referred to (and in part quoted) in the gnostic book, 
“Pistis Sophia.” The latter, in her journeyings in Chaos, recites many hymns, 
and among them are some Odes of an obviously Judaic or possibly Judwo- 
Christian provenance. These Odes, like one included in the Divine Institutes 
of Lactantius, are assigned to Solomon. Now, Dr. Rendell Harris has dis- 
covered a Syriac version containing all the Solomonic material previously 
known: the Psalms and the Odes. He has also found much that is new ; Dr. 
Harris’ MS. contains three times as much as was before attributed to 
Solomon. Much of this new matter seems, however, to be distinctly 
Christian, or if it be Jewish it has been much changed to adapt it to Christian 
use. But in any case it is a notable discovery, and the publication of Dr, 
Harris’ text will enable us to examine more closely the recovered poems, 
which we are told in advance “are of rare beauty.” 

Eduard Glaser made four prolonged journeys in South Arabia between 
the years 1882 and 1894. As a result, he discovered and collected a large 
number of Himyaritic and Sabean inscriptions, and many Arabic manuscripts. 
It is not many months since he died, and now Dr. Otto Weber has published 
a full account of Glaser’s travels and their results. The title of the 
brochure is “Eduard Glaser’s Forschungsreisen in Siidarabien” (Leipzig, 
Heinrichs ; pp. 32, price 60 pf.). Glaser was a keen controversialist, and a 
large part of all that he wrote consisted of gibes and personalities which 
hardly made him popular with contemporary scholars. The fact was that he 
was disappointed in his hope for wide support in his: arduous and costly 
undertakings, and he bitterly resented the indifference of most of those whose 
help and applause he counted on (Professor D. H. Miller, of Vienna, being 
a conspicuous exception). But Glaser’s work was of lasting value, and this 
new appreciation of it will help towards establishing his reputation on a 
firm basis. A good portrait is prefixed to Dr. W eber's essay. 

In this age of tremendous serial publications, it was not to be expected 
that the growing interest in comparative religion would be left unex ploited. 
German enterprise is thus to give us “ Religions-l rkunden der \ Olker. It 
will comprise (L.) the sacred writings of all the great historical religions (the 
Jewish and Christian Scriptures, the Avesta and Koran, the classical religious 
works of China and Japan); (11.)

Epigraphie and Literary evidence in the case of such religions 
as do not possess sacred writings in the strict sense of the term (eg., the 
religions of Greece and Rome): and (LV.), in the case of savage races in a

The volume 
contains 335 pages, and is published by Longmans, price 5s. 

“ Personal Religion in Egypt before Christianity” is Professor W. M. 
Flinders Petrie’s very original and striking contribution to Harper's Library 
of Living Thought (price 2s. 6d. net). The book deals with the movements 
which led up to Christianity. As Dr. Petrie well says: “ For us to pass from 
the Old Testament straight to the New Testament, ignoring all the develop- 
ment of ideas and terms between the two, is as deceptive as it would be to 
pass from Thomas Aquinas to modern Nonconformity without any regard for the 
changes between those periods. And as we should certainly be wrong in 
attributing to teachers of our own day all the changes from the medieval 
position, So we are equally wrong if we attribute to Christianity every fresh 
thought that is not to be found in the prophets.” Dr. Petrie chiefly considers 
in this volame the Hermetic writings, which he holds were altogether 
independent of Hebraic influence, and yet show in the year 500 B.c. the 
germs of thought which later on are found in Alexandrian Christiany. What 
lr. Petrie does not sufliciently consider is, that these ideas may have passed 
through the Hebrew crucible on their way to the modern world. But itisa 
fine book. 

The Jew does not usually play an amiable part in Eastern Folk-tales, and 
the references to himin the Arabian Nights are not flattering. It is note- 
worthy, then, to find a different role assigned to Jews in two tales, which 
Miss F. K. Green collected from the mouth of a native in Tangier, and has 
published in the new number of Folk-Lore. In each case (the “ Tale of a 
Lantern” and the * Weight before the Door”) the Jew is the deus ex machina, 
to help true love to its own, and to redou Want in distress from the wiles 
of villainy or the clatches of aggressive fate. lam sorry that it is not 
possible to tell the tales before Mrs. Boffin, but that is a defect which they 
share with some of the best of folk-tales. 

For its seventeenth annual meeting, on February 21st and 22nd, the 
American Jewish Historical Society had a good feast of papers. Properly 
enough, most of the’ subject treated were of:local interest. The Jewish 
records of Brooklyn (S. P. Abelow), Virginia (L. Hiihner), New York (H. 
Friedenwald, H. P. Mendes, 8S. Oppenheim), Pennsylvania (A. M. Friedenberg) ; 
the connections with American Jewish History of Cremieux, Lincoln and 
Penn; these and many other attractive topics were discussed. Mr. Israel 
Solomons (of England) contributed a paper on the “ Genealogy of the Franks 
Family.” All the papers of this Society are presented together on two con- 
secutive days. No paper exceeds half-an-hour in delivery, though of course 
this limitation does not affect thé length of the paper on publication. L.A.

The Temple Israel, Harlem, New York, is such a large and flourishing 
community that it has recently found it desirable to establish a * monthly” 
in the interests of the congregation and its allied activities. The third 
umber, which is before us, consists of 16 quarto pages, devoted entirely to 
reports of the doings of the Temple and.the various charities and social 
bodies which have grown out of it. During the winter a series of Wednesday 
evening addresses by prominent speakers have been attracting overflowing 
audiences to the Temple. The Sisterhood, which has held its eighteenth 
annual meeting, has been spending during the last year 10,000 dollars on 
sisterhood work. It has now grown so big that a junior Sister- 
hood has been started for young people, with about 140 members. 
These Sisterhoods support a Home, a Religious school, and various 
charities, The Young People’s League is an organisation for 
keeping the junior members of the congregation in touch with one 
another, The Temple Israel Sunday School is organising a dramatic enter- 
‘ainment for Purim, when “ Queen Esther” will be presented by the scholars 
in a three-act play. An entertainment was also given at Chanucah, with a 
Chanucah play and the lighting of the Chanucah lights. Temple Israel, we 
are informed in this publication, has just joined the Union of American 
Hebrew Congregations, thus making the 209th constituent of the larger 
body, which, besides supporting a theological seminary for the training of 
Rabbis, assists small congregations and sends ministers to outlying com- 
munition to organise new congregations and establish Sunday Schools.

INTERVIEWS FOR THE JEWISH CHRONICLE WITH | 
DR. L. D. BARNETT, M.A. (President of the Union of 
Jewish Literary Societies), and 
MR. B. L. BENAS, }.P. (President of the Jewish 
Literary Society of Liverpoo)). 


As one walks along the King’s Library in the British Museum, one comes toa 
particular bookcase, which seems to resemble in every respect any of the other 
hundreds of cases with which the walls are 
lined. But a careful survey reveals the fact 
that unlike the other cases it is not numbered, 
and a yet closer inspection shows a small 
bell at the side. But not one in a thousand 
persons would observe these inconspicuous 
features unless his attention was specially 
called to them. The fact is the books shown 
in this case are dummy, and the whole 
arrangement is a door leading to the book- 
shelves and oflices in the rear of the King's 
Library.

University Distinctions. 
Rave Dr. Barnett, as many readers of the JEWISH CHRONICLE may be aware, has 
more relations than one to Jewish learning which eminently fit him to occupy 
the position he at present holds, of President of the Union of Jewish Literary 
Societies. He is—-as Mr. Zangwill would phrase it—a“ son in Law” of the Rev. 
B. Berliner, and he is a grandson of Reb Aryeh Leb, a well-known Dayan of a 
former generation. His father was a Liverpool banker, and it was in Liver- 
pool that he was born thirty-seven-and-a-half years ago. There he 
received his early education, at the High School of the Liverpool Institute. 
The atmosphere of Liverpool in those days was not such as to foster a know- 
ledge of Hebrew, but in Dr. Barnett’s case an interest in Jewish studies was 
stimulated by his uncle—the late Philip Barnett—who imbued his cleyer 
nephew with a love for Hebrew learning. From the University College. of 
Liverpool, the grandson of Reb Aryeh Leb, having in the meanwhile become 
a graduate of the Manchester Victoria University, went to Trinity College, 
Cambridge, where he became a Major Scholar, at the same time taking any 
number of distinctions in Classics, the formidable list of which (as well as of 
his subsequent writings) will be found duly set forth in the Jewish Year 
Book. He practically cleared the board of medals, scholarships, prizes and 
studentships, and was placed in the First Class of the Cambridge Classical 
Tripos. His philological studtes in connection with classical learning led to 
his taking up with Sanskrit. His interest in this was fostered by Professor 
E. B. Cowell, a man of encyclopzwdic knowledge, who first introduced Edward 
Fitzgerald to the study of Omar Khayyam. Dr. Barnett is the second Jew to 
occupy the chair of Sanskrit at Gower Street, one of his predecessors having 
been Professor Theodor Goldstiicker, who held this post from 1851 to his 
death in 1872, and who was the chief founder of the Sanskrit Text Society. 
it will be remembered that Dr. Barnett brought his combination of Sanskrit 
and Hebrew scholarship to bear upon his Presidéntial Address to the Union 
of Literary Societies last November, the title of which was “ Torah and Veda.” 


Progress of the Literary Society Movement. 

I have heard it said that the Literary Society movement in this country 
is progressing like the calf's tail—backwards. Is that so? 

“Weare undoubtedly suffering at the present moment from a wave of 
financial depression, in consequence of which we have decided to suspend the 
publication of our Literary Annual. The fact is, we experience a difficulty in 
collecting the larger subscriptions that we received in former years from the 
wealthier patrons of Jewish scholarship. Times have been bad, claims have 
been many and pressing, and all Jewish institutions have had similar 
experiences. Contributors everywhere have been drawing in their horns.” 

Bat you do not see any signs of the falling off of literary activity. 

“No, Ldo not. Quite the contrary. We have between 40 and 50 societies 
belonging to our Union, and the number is slowly but gradually increasing. 
It is true that the East London Communal League, the Herzl-Nordau Society, 
and the Hampstead Literary Society have ceased to exist, but their place has 
been taken by other important societies like the Hebrew Speaking Society, 
the Maccabeeans Literary and Social Society, the Liverpool and other 
provincial societies. The past couple of years shows a record of activity, 
of which the Union has no reason to be anything but proud. Our partici- 
pation this year—thanks to Mr. Israel Abrahams—in the Summer 
University Extension Meeting at Cambridge, was a distinct success. The 
subject of study was ‘Ancient Greece, its History, Literature and Art, and 
their Influence on the World,’ and there were included in the course a 

number of lectures by Jewish scholars on Jewish aspects of the subject. 
Then, also, Mr. Claude Montefiore’s valuable prizes, open to competition 
among members of our constituent societies, produced the result that was 
desired, and gave us a number of really important essays on Jewish subjects 
which were printed in the last number of our annual. The Union may also 
take credit to itself for organising two great literary meetings in honour and 
support of two distinguished Yiddish writers who had fallen on evil days. 
In the autumn of 1907 we had a Morris Rosenfeld meeting, and a few months 


ago a ‘Shalom Aleichem’ demonstration on the occasion of that writer's 
silver jubilee.” 


The Study of Hebrew and the Study of Ethics. 


“ Another development of our work may be seen in the evening classes for 
teaching the Hebrew language, which Mr. Leon Simon has started in the East 
End for adults. In these classes Hebrew is taught conversationally by Mr. 
Doniach, and they have been a considerable success, owing to our good fortune 
in securing so capable a teacher of conversational Hebrew. Through the 
Hebrew Speaking Society, with which Mr. Doniach is connected, and which 
is one of our more recent constituents, quite a revival is now taking place, in 
certain circles, in the study of Hebrew as a living language. But in further- 
ing such a revival our Union has to be careful not to open the door to a 
Chauvinistic Nationalism.” 


You think there is a danger of that? 


One rings the bell and is admitted . 


“ Unquestionably. You may make your young men so interested in Jewish 
literature, that they become disinterested in other things. To avoid such 
onesidedness, we should make a great effort to teach not only the Hebrew 
language, but the essential spirit of the best Jewish ethical writers. It is 
amazing how little the average Jow knows of the spirit of Judaism. In most 
cases he has heard from his preacher a few dicta from the Rabbins, and these 
he thinks comprise the whole essence of Judaism, but they do not. Our 
people ought to be taken through an entire course of Jewish ethics, and this 
is a work to which I think our literary societies ought to give serious 
attention. We are told that works are fundamental to Judaism, but you 
cannot perform works properly unless you perform them in the proper 
spirit. We deplore the absence of piety in our community. Piety is want- 
ing because the present generation, having abandoned the practice of 
observances which it regards as old-fashioned, has not filled up the 
void thus created by ethical endeavour. Hence, we need more ethical 
teaching than ever. Our youth should be familiarised with the writings of 
such men as Bachja and Maimonides, who combined the best Judaic teaching 
with the philosophical culture of their age. 

“Coming back to the study of Hebrew, the difficulty of teaching the 
language among the Ashkenazim is greatly intensified by their mispronuncia- 
tion. And not only this, but the Ashkenazim have let themselves in for al! 
sorts of barbarisms, which are common, even, in the mouths of learned men— 
such a pronunciation, for instance, as Haphtowrah. This rejection of a 
M3 AB’ degrades the whole standard of Hebrew study. I am glad, how. 
ever, to see that the Dobré Ibrith people are careful to pronounce the accents 


correctly, and I think that this should be the first step towards a reform in 
Hebrew phonetics.” 


Secular Lectures. 


There is a general feeling that the lectures delivered to the Literary 
Societies do not deal sufficiently with Hebrew and Jewish subjects ? 

“ That is a pity; Hebrew literature ought to be systematically studied 
by the societies. On the other hand, lectures on secular subjects are like- 
wise necessary, in order that our youth may be instructed in the duties of 
citizenship. They ought to get the same culture as young people get in 
other literary societies, and we must assume that the Jewish Literary 
Society stands for its members in the place of an ordinary literary society. 
As the late Dr. Voorsanger pointed out at one of our recent conferences, the 
young Jew and Jewess of to-day are interested in other things besides Jewish 
literature, and we must make some effort to satisfy that interest. We have 
to turn the ordinary member of our societies into a good citizen as well as 
a good Jew. But when all is said and done, the whole future of Judaism 
depends upon making our people “J '15?, and to help towards promoting 
such an end should be the function of our literary societies.” 

Some of the societies, L observe, are social and choral as well as literary 
in their objects. De vou approve of the choral and social features ? 

“Il approve of the choral element because I think a good deal might be 
done by our societies to improve the state of our musical services. The 
musical services of the Old Liverpool Congregation were very good indeed, 
but almost without exception the musical services of the Ashkenazic congre- 
gations are egregiously unsuccessful. They are flashy and theatrical, and 
there is great need of improvement in the direction of simple, congregational 
singing. 

“As to the social side of the societies, | do not see that it serves any 
particularly useful purpose. There is no virtue in merely keeping Jews 
together as a body, unless you raise them as a body. If they are to be 


-combined together it must be for the purpose of making them better men and 


better Jews. The mere maintenance of the Jewish community without the 
furtherance of the Jewish ideals is not a desirable end.”’ 

But the suggestion that the Union should take in hand the publication of 
Jewish reading-books for use in Jewish schools would have your entire 
approval, I take it ? 

“Yes, and I go even further. I am of opinion that the Union should 
undertake the publication of all sorts of works on Jewish subjects. There 
is need of a Jewish Publication Society similar to that which exists in 
America, and such a society might well form a department of our Union of 
Literary Societies. I am told there is some talk of establishing a Jewish 
Publication Society. It would be a good thing if this movement were 
attached to our Union. We don't want to multiply official bodies, and no 
organisation is so fitted to undertake work of this character as the Union of 
Jewish Literary Societies.” 


The Liverpool Conference. 

How did the Liverpool Conference strike you ? 

“I was much struck by the enthusiasm shown. I think we may regard 
our gathering in the North as having somewhat of the effect of a revival of 
our movement. By this fraternising of the Provinces and the Metropolis the 
local provincial societies have gained in prestige, and the central body in 
London has had its hands strengthened. There must be a central body for 
guidance, but the movement depends for its success on the mutual help 
rendered to one another by all its constituents.” 

What do you think of the suggestion that instead of two or more 
conferences a year there should be only one, each alternate conference being 
a Provincial one, as in the case of the Anglo-Jewish Association, which meets 
every other year in a Provincial centre? 

“Speaking personally, but not officially, I entirely agree with that 
suggestion.” 

Then as to the criticism that the central body left all the arraagements 
of the conference to be made by the Liverpool society ? 

“I scarcely think that criticism is worth noticing. The Liverpool society 
managed so well, and showed such powers of organisation, that it would 
have been a pity if they had not been left an entirely free hand.” ' 

What do you think of the curious suggestion that the Jewish Litera 
Societies should be transformed into Societies for the Promotiea ef Jewis 
Sports and Pastimes ? ; 

“ Apart from the folly of diverting our Union from its great ebject which 
is the promotion of Jewish learning, I think there is a real political danger 
in uniting Jews for the purpose proposed. In religious matters Jews are 
necessarily separated from their fellow-citizens, even in social life the inter- 
marriage question and the dietary laws serve to keep them apart. Ip 
business each man is more or less occupied with his own affairs. But one of 
the things in which the Jew can come into wholesome contact with his Christian 
friends is sports and pastimes. But if you are going to cut him off from his 
surroundings even in this, whereis any kind of undenominational co-operation 
to come in? The result of such a nationalisation of sports would be similar 
to what obtains in Austria, where the different Slavonic nationalities form 
their own athletic societies, which become in effect political organisations. 
We should be raising a perfect Frankenstein. Jews can find athletic interest 
and non-literary amusement anywhere. They do not need to go to the 

Literary Societies for it. If local communities like to organise athletic 
societies of their own, by all means let them do so. That is a very different 
thing from asking the whole community to combine in a great national 
organisation for the promotion of Jewish sports and pastimes.” 
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Conference, whieh the Union of Jewish Literary Societies has just 
ia? ppool, aroused much interest locally, for Liverpool has some 
held in Liverpous very interesting literary traditions. 

The local Jewish Literary Society, though a 
recent revival, already forms a most important 
centre of influence. Both in regard to the quality 
of the literary pabulum provided, and the con- 
stantly growing number of its members, it promises 
to become one of the most remarkable constituents 
of the Union. This is due, to a very large extent, 
to the personality of its President, who was good 
enough to favour me recently with an interview on 
behalf of the JEWISH CHRONICLE. 

Mr. Benas told me that his work in connection 
with the Liverpool Jewish Literary Society had 
been assumed with some reluctance. 

“I had fully intended, after many years of 
communal activity, enjoying the privilege of 
watching other and youngermen taking up duties 
that naturally should fall to their lot, reserving 
to myself the role of afriendly critic and occasional 
adviser. But such strong pressure was brought to 
bear upon me to assist inthe revival of the literary 
movement in Liverpool that, being cognisant of what 
had issued from similar efforts in the past, and having some knowledge of 
the reasons that had conduced to the failure or the success of 
those efforts, | felt bound to place my experience at the disposal of the 
earnest band of enthusiasts that approached me. And, indeed, though I may 
pot be equal to the activities of my younger days,1 yield to none in my 
enthusiasms. And Jewish literature has always evoked my most ardent 
energies. Among my four thousand friends (pointing to his well-filled 
library) Lam constantly renewing old enthusiasms. It is a collection that 
was begun by my great grandfather, Rabbi Azariah Belinfante Benas, and is 
still growing. 
Moses Mendelssohn, both containing his handwriting. 
representative here of every phase of Jewish thought. 

Of course, your public life is sufficiently well known to exclude you from 
any suggestion of narrow views ? 

“Well, | have been particularly fortunate in the public men, with whom! 
have come into contact, and the offices it has been my lot to fill. To my 
friendship with Sir James Picton, the famous Liverpool historian, I aseribe 
my love of learning and of literature. From the Rev. Canon Hume, with 
whom | was on terms of intimate intercourse, I acquired a philosophy of 
religion and humanity, based on mutual tolerance and respect. And Joseph 
Mayer, the famous archseologist and founder of the Mayer Museum, whose 
statue is in St. George's Hall in this city, inspired me with an interest in that 
fascinating branch of study. With regard to specifically Jewish literature 
my natural and inherited leanings in that direction were fostered by such 
men as the Rev. Professor Prag and the Rev. Dr. Barr.”

“Well, hardly a year passes that does not find me with the wanderer's 
stall passing from country to country, and | always seek my brethren in the 
course of my travels. My journeys began as a young man of twenty-three in 
amemorable visit to Paris in 1867. I bore introductions to various men of 
note, among others, to M. Cremieux, Jewish ex-Minister of Justice, then 
the head and moving spirit of the Alliance Israélite Universelle.’ M. 
Cremieux spoke to me of the duties which Jews in civilised countries owe 
their brethren in less favoured places. He succeeded in infecting me 
with his own flery enthusiasm. On my return to Liverpool, I took counsel 
with some kindred spirits, and the first English branch of the Alliance was 
established in Liverpool in 1867 under my presidency. A few years later I 
Was Suinmoned to a conference in London with the late Dr. Benisch and Dr. 
Lowy, and the formation of the Anglo-Jewish Association was largely the 
outcome of that conference. I visited Egypt and Palestine in the company 
of the present Chief Rabbi, and I have encouraged other people to travel,

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LINCOLN'S INSPIRATION. 
Lincoln combined the gentlest feeling of the heart with a rigid sense of 


duty and the perseverance necessary to fulfil that duty. He possessed 
spiritual insight, moral conviction, solid resolution. undying courage and 
faith and hope unfailing. He lived in the spirit. God was to him an ever- 
present, ever-poignant influence. He sympathised with men in the plane of 
humanity and regarded them in the spirit of philosophy. His fundamental 
democracy, which was to him a matter more of instinct than of reason, his 
belief in man’s dignity, worth and moral nature gave him faith that on 
the whole and in the long run man will choose the good and reject the 
evil. He was convinced that every man should be his own master, should 
have the right to life, liberty and the pursuit of happiness. An ideal son 
of the author of the Declaration of Independence and the makers of the 
Constitution, he was imbued with a spirit of justice, without which freedom 
is of no avail and is destined to perish.

THE YOKE OF THE LAW. 

That is the peculiarity of every law that it settles like mildew on the 
inner life and destroys it. And that is nowhere so dangerous as in religion,

JEWS AND ALCOHOL. 

Those who assign as a cause of the Jewish immunity to alcoholism their 
religious precepts, as was done by several French writers and the erratic 
Dr. Maurice Fishberg, of New York, who dealt with this problem, seem to 
miss the mark.

COUNTER-REFORWVATION.”’ 

Dr. J. L. Magnes has given an excellently descriptive name to the present 
tendencies of the age in American Judaism. He calls it the “Counter 
Reformation ” with an obvious reference to the period in European history 
which succeeded the Protestant Reformation wher. Europe went back to a 
purified Catholicism which reconquered a large part of the Church during 
the latter half of the sixteenth century. The parallel is a very apt one. 
Reform Judaism has many analogies with Protestantism. It trusts to 
individual judgment and denies the authority of tradition. It desires to 
penetrate into the inner spirit of religion and protests against this being 
obscured by too great a tendency towards ceremonialism. And yet with it 
all, Reform Judaism has had to create a kind of authority of its own. It is 
finding individual vagaries a little too much for it, while the need of cere- 
monial appeals to the deepest emotions and imaginations of menare found by 
it to be a necessary part of men’s religion. Thus it has come about that a 
decisive reaction is taking place in Judaism, as it took place in Christianity 
after Protestantism had won its first victories. The parallel goes even 
further, since the orthodoxy of the day, like the Catholicism of the sixteenth 
century, has been purified and rendered less inert by the very activity of 
Reform. Thus, while the tendencies of the age is against the more violent 
forms of Reform. they may thus be described as counter-reform, yet it must 
be allowed that the best influences of Keform have done much good work 
and made even orthodoxy more real, more vivid and more living.

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Spitalfields Great Synagogue. 
A DIFFICULT POSITION, 


The two hundred or so members of the orthodox Spitalfields Great Syna- 
gogue are apprehensive lest their place of worship should be lost to them. 
Already the Fournier Street building is advertised for sale by auction by 
order of the mortgagees. Should the building eventually come under the 
hammer, it will spell little short of disaster for the Brick Lane Talmud Torah, 
whose premises are situated above the synagogue. 

The trouble arose ten years ago, said one of the trustees to a 
JEWISH CHRONICLE representative, at the very time of the acquisi- 
tion of the premises. As the building had formerly been used 
as a chapel, the new tenants were under the impression that the cost of the 
alterations would not, in any case, exceed £1,000. The authorities advertised 
for tenders, that of Maple (£2,600) eventually being accepted. It was after- 
wards ascertained that the beams of the building were defective, and by the 
order of the district surveyor an iron roof had to be fixed at a cost of £1,600 
—above the estimate. Then came further heavy additions to the estimated 
£2,600, apart from surveyors’ and legal charges. In all, the JEWISH CHRONICLE 
representative was informed, instead of having to face an outlay of £2,000, 
the synagogue found that it had incurred liabilities very seriously in excess 
of the original estimate. 

The greater portion of the expenses was paid out of the contributions of 
members and friends of the synagogue. The remainder was met by loans, on 
which heavy interest had to be paid. 

The property was mortgaged for the sum of £3,000, which went 
towards paying the builders. At the end of 1904, the mortgagees recalled 
their mortgage, and it was at that time that the synagogue joined 
the Federation. Through the instrumentality of Messrs. Gilbert Samuel 
and Co., the synagogue obtained another mortgage, while Lords Rothschild 
and Swaythling lent £1,560, in order to settle up all minor debts, loans, etc. 
The new mortgage was arranged conditionally upon the annual repayment 
of interest (£150) and principle (£100). But the synagogue, finding itself in 
arrears with the interest and principle the mortgage was recalled. Claims 
were paid by the insurance company, which, in its turn, has claimed upon the 
synagogue. 

A scheme has been mooted whieh it is thought might appeal to some 
wealthy coreligionist of a philanthropic turn of mind. If the synagogue 
is able to obtain a loan without interest of the large sum which the Law 
Guarantee Society may guarantee again, the synagogue and the classes 
could easily repay it by guaranteed annual instalments of £100. The classes 
and the synagogue are, of course, maintained as separate institutions. 

One notable feature about the Spitalfields Great Synagogue is that its 
doors are open fifteen hours daily for divine worship. Minyan can be obtained 
at any time. The minimum cost of membership is sixteen shillings annually; 
this does not includea seat. Thesynagogue authorities are trying their best 
to avert the crisis, but they feel that without assistance, all their efforts 
must, of necessity, be futile. 


The Alliance Schools in the East. 


RABBINER DR. PORGES' VIEWS. 


Last week the annual meeting of the German members of the Central 
Committee of the Alliance Israélite was held in Berlin. Rabbiner Dr. Porges, 
of Leipsic, delivered an address, occupying several hours, in which he 
described the impressions he had gained during his voyage of inspection of 
the Alliance Schools in the East. The following are textually the conclusions 
arrived at by Dr. Porges :-—- 

1.) The complaints against the religious spirit of our schools, against 
the religious attitude of our teachers and of ourold pupils,do not rest on any 
foundation. They are either erroneous or inventions, or constitute unjusti- 
fiable generalisations or isolated cases of unimportant facts. 

(2.) The religious-instruction given in our schools, far from weakening 
the Jewish sentiment, has, on the contrary, contributed to strengthen it. It 
has inspired the Jewish youth with a sincere love of Judaism, made him 
understand it better and imbued him with a desire, in all circumstances, to 
defend the honour of Judaism. The teaching of Jewish history, which the 
Alliance has the credit of having been the first to introduce into schools, 
has been a very effective means for arousing the Jewish spirit. 

(3.) The teaching of Hebrew in our schools is, on the whole, adequate ; 
in some schools it is excellent. In the majority of the boys’ schools the 
pupils understand in the text all easy passages of the Bible; boys and girls 
perfectly know the ritual and read the prayers very fluently; the boys know 
a great part of the prayers by heart. In schools where the teaching of 
Hebrew leaves something to be desired, the fault rests with the teachers 
whose pedagogic training is inadequate. Special teachers are engaged 
locally ; the communities insist on these men being appointed to teach there, 
and for the moment it is difficult to modify this state of things. But it will 
be the duty of the Alliance progressively to introduce the necessary modifi- 
cations in order to improve the position. The teaching of religious education 
and of moral education, which is closely related to it, absolutely satisfies the 
religious, moral and material needs of the Jewish population in the East. 

(4.) It is a misconception or denial of facts to say that the Alliance 
schools have only contributed in a feeble way to the moral and economic 

improvement of the Jewish communities. The contrary is the fact. The 
beneficent influence of the Alliance Schools is widespread and profound. 
The numerous Turkish Jews who, by their culture, material prosperity, social 
position and the honourable posts they occupy, enjoy general esteem and 
exercise considerable influence, and in particular the majority of those who 
are at the head of important communities, have passed through the Alliance 
schools. We find old pupils of our schools in the front rank of culture and 
science, philanthropy and all movements for the glory of the fatherland. It 
is to pupils of the Alliance that the external elevation of Oriental Judaism 
and its internal development are due. There can be no doubt that in the 


intellectual, moral and social progress.

A Conference. 

Letters were read from Mr. David S. Garson, J.P. of Manchester, suggesting 
that a Conference of Shecheta Boards should be summoned for the purpose of 
maintaining the authority of the Beth Din throughout the country, and, jf 
necessary, obtainining Parliamentary powers for the purpose. 

The Executive Committee recommended that such a conference be called, 

The HAHAM opposed the recommendation, contending that the Beth Din 
needed no assistance in upholding its authority, and urging that to obtain 
Parliamentary intervention in Jewish affairs was a dangerous course. 

The Cuter Rapet said he did not view the proposal in so grave a light 
as his colleague, Efforts to establish Shecheta Boards in large Jewish 
centres had failed in the past, and possibly a conference such as that suggested 
might remedy the defect. He saw no danger in the proposition, but thoucht 
it would be a means of drawing the Metropolis and the Provinces into closer 
touch. 

After some discussion, it was resolved to invite delegates from provincia!

It was reported that permission had been given to Messrs. E. Barnett and 
Co., to import kosher beef from Denmark and that the Board would dispatch 
officials to superintend the meat exported.

Jewish Butchers and Sunday Trading.

TO THE EDITOR OF THE “JEWISH CHRONICLE.” 


Sirn,—I shall be obliged if you will extend me the hospitality of your 


columns to explain the attitude of the kosher butchers in view of the 
proposed legislation on Sunday trading. 

Last summer, at the bi-annual meeting of the National Meat Trades 
Federation held at Reading, I attended with my friend, Mr. Lewis White, and 
although we had no locus standi as delegates, we were enabled by the 
courtesy of the meeting to speak on the Sunday Trading question from the 
Jewish point of view. As already reported in the JEWISH CHRONICLE, Mr. 
Lewis White, Mr. Simon Myers, of the Shecheta Board, and I were 
invited to confer with three members of the Federation. 

Two prolonged meetings have been held, with the result that we were 
unable to accept the totally inadequate terms offered to us by the 
Federation. An impasse being thus the result, it was suggested that the 
Board of Shecheta be approached. 

The Federation's letter was read on Monday last at the Board of 
Shecheta, and was at once referred to the Board of Deputies. 

I was thus unable, as I intended (and I would add that I do not find fault 
with the respected President's ruling), as a delegate, to explain the views 0! 
the Kosher Butchers and Poulterers. Highly as we esteem the public spirit 
and judgment of the Board of Deputies, we prefer and have decided to throw 
in our lot with the various bodies who are opposed to any fresh legislation 
and are fighting the question of Sunday trading. 

I need not now dwell on the hardships that would be entailed on butchers 
who would practically have to close from Friday evening to Monday mort- 
ing. The only object I have in view at present is to make it clear that the 
members of the retail meat and poultry trade are not influenced in the 
slightest degree by any action that the Board of Deputies or the Board o! 
Shecheta may take in regard to the Sunday question.

Sit, Weighty words have been written, and still more weighty words 
spoken, on the objections to this proposal on financial and medical grounds ; 
but there is one aspect of the question which has not, as yet, been put before 
mders. 
por safer to the fact that it is the paramount duty of everyone who seeks the 
hospitality of these shores to make himself acquainted with the language 
of the country in which he purposes to reside. If the allegations that the 
patients are unable to make themselves understood by the doctors and 
purses of the London Hospital be true, then the fault is the patients’. 
Fvening schools are provided by the Russo-Jewish Committee, for the 
express purpose of enabling our foreign coreligionists to learn English, and 
they should avail themselves of the opportunity thus offered. It is surely 
annecessary to dwell on the obligation of every resident in this country to 
speak English. 

The Federation and Chevras are one of the causes why a proportion of 
our alien poor do not trouble to acquire English, and if so great a misfortune 
hefel the community as the establishment of a Jewish Hospital, this would be 
further incentive to aliens to remain in ignorance of the language of the 
~ountry they havesettled in. How can the poor foreign Jew not speaking 
English expect to be able to earn a living, still Jess to become independent— 
be is terribly handicapped—because so long as he does not speak English, he 
ean only live and work in the Jewish quarter? On this ground alone no 
nducement should be offered, and it Jewish Hospital would be an inducement 
for the poor alien Jew to continue ignorant of the English language. 

Lord Rothschild did the community a very great service last week by 
the plain traths he did not hesitate to speak before a large and representa- 
tive body of Jews. 

I write with some knowledge of my subject, as a former member of the 
House Committee of the London Hospital, truthfully described by Lord 
Rothschild as “ perhaps the greatest and most charitable institution in the 
world.” To judge from the letter of Lord Howard de Walden in your last 
‘ssue, similar arrangements are also in force at the Metropolitan Hospital. 


There is, therefore, no need whatever for a specifically Jewish Hospital. Its 
establishment would be almost a crime, not only on financial and medical 
grounds, but on the still more important ground that a Jewish Hospital would 
undoubtedly be an inducement to our foreign poor to remain in ignorance of 
the English language. :

Jews’ College. 


A meeting of the Council of Jews’ College was held yesterday week at 
the offices of the Chief Rabbi, 22, Finsbury Square. There were present :— 

Mr. Josuva M. Levy in the Chair, the Chief Rabbi, the Rev. Dayan Hyamson, 
Dr. J. Snowman, Messrs. Herbert Bentwich, A. E, Franklin, F. B. Halford, Delissa 
Joseph, A. Kahn, M. E. Lange, Eustace A. Lindo, E. L. Mocatta, James H. Solomon 
and Adolph Tuck. 

The CHAIRMAN said that as the intended reference to the silver 
wedding of Dr. H. and Mrs. Gollancz was omitted from the Agenda of the 
last meeting of the Council, by an oversight, he had taken upon himself the 
pleasing task of tendering the congratulations of the Council to Dr. anu 
Mrs. Gollanez. He asked the meeting to confirm his action. 

Mr. Levy's action met with the unanimous approval of the Council. 

Mr. Tuck moved the election of Mr. Otto Schiff as joint Hon. Treasurer. 

Mr. JAMES H. SOLOMON (the ex-Treasurer) seconded the motion. He said 
that he had the pleasure of. knowing Mr. Schiff personally, and he thought 
the College could not have found a more excellent man for the position. He 
had been their Treasurer for nearly eighteen years, and he resigned because 
he felt that the College would benefit by the introduction of fresh blood. 
Those eighteen years he had been with the College were certainly the 
most critical and roughest in its history. He felt he could resign when he 
did because he knew the College was entering on smoother waters, and that 
there was a much brighter future before that institution. 

Mr. Schiff’s appointment was unanimously agreed to. 

The Cuter RABBI moved that the annual prize distribution and general 
meeting should. be held on April 25th, and that Mr. Joshua Levy be invited 
to preside at that function and also to distribute the prizes. 

Mr. FRANKLIN seconded the motion. 

Mr. Levy, after some demur, consented to preside. 

Mr. A. E. Franklin moved the following, which was adopted : 

That the Treasurer be requested to present to the Council, with the annual 
balance-sheet, an analysis of all income and all expenditure, showing the various 
sources of the income and the cost, as far as practical, of the various departments of 
the College. 

In response to the request made by the Council, the executors have 
presented the College with a portrait of the late Mr. Henry A. Franklin. 

The Council accepted the offer of Dr. Snowman to be joint hon. medical 
officer with Dr. Cohen. 

It was decided to present the Rev. J. Chapman with an address, in recog- 
nition of his services as Hon. Secretary. 


Prior to the council meeting, a special meeting of the Governors was held 
over which the Chief Rabbi presided. Certain proposals for altering the 
constitution of the College were considered and adopted. 


Two Interesting Exhibitions. 


Miss Grace Joel's pictures at the Dore Galleries are very interesting, because of 
the versatility displayed by the artist. Here in this exhibition we see treated 
a large and varied range of subjects, such as peasants, flowers, landscapes 
and portraits, all more or less skilfully rendered with a sympathy and a sincerity upon 
which we must congratulate the painter. 

We are impressed with the fact that Miss Joel is susceptible to the influences of 
those painters in whose countries she has travelled in search of subjects. The spirit 
of Josef Israels is strongly dominant in her Dutch pictures, and in her landscapes 
there is a decided tendency towards the school of French impressionists. . We take for 
examples “ A Jolly Holiday” (11) and“ Lights through the River Mists” (42), which 
forcibly remind us of Claude Monet. She has also grappled with the nude, probably 
one of the most difficult subjects to treat, and we feel she has done this with a certain 
decided success, both in her poetical and impressionistic renderings of the theme. 

A conspicuous feature of Miss Joel's exhibition is her feminine and tender treat- 
ment of the beautiful subject of motherhood. Une Madonne Moderne” (12) has 
charm, and a feeling of mystery Which mark her out as an artist of promise. The 
management of the colour-scheme in this picture is decidedly skilful. “ Her Child” 
\24) is another work of the same genre; it is a charming composition, and is un- 
doubtedly one of the best pictures shown. “Autumn’s Griefat the Dying Year” (14) 
represents a nude figure in an autumnal landscape, full of poetry and charm. “Le 
Grandpere d’Etaples " (15) isa splendid study of an old man’s head, Rembrandtesque 
in treatment, and, we are pleased to remark, that Miss Joel has caught the spirit of the 
master. ‘The modelling of the face is excellent, bathed as it is in atmosphere, and a 
masterly skill is strikingly evident over all. “*‘The Child and the Poppies” (16, is 
another charming little piece, being a sunlight study of a child placed in a poppy- 
field ; the harmony of colour is beautiful. “ Lights through the River Mists” (42) is 
also worthy of notice, although lacking in definiteness. Mention must also be made 
of her portraits of Mrs. Yeatman Woolf, and of Kate, daughter of Mr. Albert Woolf 
—which show force and truth. The water-colour section of the exhibition reminds us 
that oil painting is not the only medium with which Miss Joel works with distinc- 
tion. She exhibits aptitude in the handling of the more delicate pigments, and her 
pictures, entitled “ Purple and Gold,” “ Forebodings,” and “ Notre Dame at Sunset” 
evince this. 

Mr. W. J. Van Hasselt is showing a number of his paintings and drawings at 13, 
Bruton Street, Bond Street. He is a young artist of exceedingly great promise, but 
while we feel that much of his work is clever, it is yet very careless. We suggest that 
restraint and a deeper study of Nature would give that maturity to his work which 
at present is now lacking. This criticism applies mainly to his drawings. We must 
confess to a great appreciation for his paintings, all of which are excellent. “The 
Serpentine” (10) and “ Kensington Gardens” (14) reveal the artist striving after 
atmospheric effects; indeed, the motif of the artist’s paintings is his rendering of 
light and atmosphere ; especially is this noticeable in his two pictures, “ Rain” (18) and 
“ Chelsea * (19), painted in a silvery tone. There is a good feeling of space and light, 
and the influence of Whistler in these works is unmistakeable. _ 


Darwin and the late Rev. Naphtali Levy.

 Sir,—It may be of some interest to your readers, and especially to those whose 
privilege it was to know the late Rev. Naphtali Levy, to learn that the great 
naturalist, Charles Darwin, whose centenary has just been celebrated, recognised the 
theories put forward by the Rev. N. Levy in his book, D98% ADIN. and wrote to him 
to the then remote town of Radom, in Poland, endorsing his views. At the same 
time, Darwin sent him copies of his books, one bearing the inscription, “To the 
illustrious Hebrew author, from the author Darwin,” in his own handwriting. (These 
books [, as his grandson, have in my possession.) A regular correspondence ensued 
from that time, in which the Jewish author attempted to show that the scientist's 
Atheistic belief was not the correct one. But in other matters they agreed, and in 
re-echoing the panegyries bestowed on Darwin, it is worthy of note that this master 
mind found a true disciple in the Rev. Naphtali Levy.

THE MARATHON RACE.—Sunday afternoon was ideal weather for active 
movement—summer in everything but temperature ; brightness, the air clear, 
no wind, and the sun giving suflicient warmth not to make standing 4 
discomfort. The frost of the early morning was succeeded by quite genia! 
conditions. A better day for the Marathon race of the Jewish Athletic 
Association could not have been selected, and everything went as we!! 


as could have been desired. About two hundred persons journeyed to 
Chingford to see the event, most of them gathering at Riggs’ Retreat, 
whence the contest started and finished. They consisted principally 
of friends and relatives of the competitors and members of the various clubs 
interested. Shortly before the official programme opened, across the green 
fields came sailing a number of Merry Widow hats, the young and pretty 
wearers of which had come by train from London to see how their various 
champions bore themselves. The details of the race had been organised by 
Mr. Denzil Myer and Mr. F. Fletcher. Other club managers who helped to 
carry out the arrangements were Messrs. Frank Morley, Ernest M. Joseph, 
Ernest Lesser, C. E. Sebag Montefiore, J. Landsberg, ?. Dambitch, P. Paiba, 
Kk. Green, E. Moseley, and A. Emden. 

THE START.—The course was eight miles long, and, with the exception 
of a few feet at the start, all road. One or two rather steep slopes were 
within the line to be traversed. As, however, it was an out and home 
track, compensation was gained in coming down a stretch that had been 
previously climbed. There were twenty-nine starters, who were placed in 
a line, and, having been warned by Mr. Ernest Lesser on what would entai!

A POPULAR VICTORY.—The win was an extremely popular one, and |t 
bore out what was written in last week's “Sports and Pastimes,” about mis- 
haps occurring to the most likely looking winners. There is no harm in say- 
ing now that more than two dozen competitors showed considerable pluck in 
entering on level terms against two such runners as A. Viner and D. Viner, of 
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the South London Harriers, who were regarded as having far and away the 
nest chances. They are both strong young men who have a name as runners, 
and they recently acquitted themselves well in a ten mile race. On Sunday, 
however, D. Viner suddenly found something wrong with one of his legs. He 
stuck to the task, but did not get nearer than twelfth, whilst his brother was 
distanced by the six whose names are given, as well as by Wolfsbergen. The 
prize was a cup, presented by Mr. Denzil Myer, Editor of the Jewish Club 
Magazine, which is to be held by the club that the winner represented, he 
receiving a medal, the second and third also being awarded a medal each. 
All who came in within the hour are to have a certificate from the 
Jewish Athletic Association. One remark made by a group of club 
members shortly after the finish is worth reproducing: “I amso glad West 
Central has come in first, for Mr. Morley’s sake,” Mr. Frank Morley being the 
“father” of the elab which furnished the winner. 


GENERAL REMARKS.—There is not much that need be said in a general 
wav. Uvery precaution was taken that nobody should compete who was not 
thoroughly fit and able to bear whatever strain was likely to be imposed in 
eovering eight miles within an hour on a February day, and means 
were at hand for dealing with any breakdown to competitors. Two 
who did not feel equal to coming in on foot were brought to the point in Mr. 
Sebag Montefiore’s motor. The fixture proved completely suecessfual in 
every way, and thoroughly enjoyable to both competitors and onlookers. 
The contidence the former had in their individual selves was notable, and 
there was no dismay, even on the part of the youngest, at the appearance of 
the redoubtable brothers Viner. The victor was heartily acclaimed by the 
competitors he had beaten, in fact, a sound sportsmanlike spirit prevailed. 
The distance selected seemed to be the happy mean between a short sprint 
and a too lengthy stretch, which might have put an undue burden on efforts 
to negotiate it. There could be no question of the complete soundness of the 
first arrivals, in fact, of all who went the entire course. A beautiful piece

CHESS —At the recent Canadian Chess Championship Tournament held 
at Toronto during the early portion of the month, Mr. J. 8. Leo, President of 
the Westmount (Montreal) Chess Club, was unanimously elected as the first 
President of the new Canadian Chess Association, which was formed at the 
Tournament. Mr. Leo, who formerly resided in London, is an able 
exponent of the game, having played with the great master, Steinitz, during 
the later seventies. Mr. Leo is also Corresponding Secretary of the 
Federation of Canadian Zionist Societies, a well-known Mason, and a member 
of the Board of Trastees of the Shearith Israel Congregation.

Our Vienna correspondent now sends the names 
of some of the Jewish players. They include Drs. Lasker, Perlis, and 
Bernstein, Messrs. Tartakower, Rubinstein, Teichmann, Mieses, Cohn, Spiel- 
mann, and Speyer. Our correspondent writes that before granting the 
permits the police made exhaustive enquiries concerning the political 
antecedents of each Jewish competitor. They are only allowed to remain 
in the capital while the tournament lasts. On the 16th inst. Lasker, of 
America, won easily against Forgacs, Hungary ; Bernstein, Russia, beat 
Salve, Lodz; Rubinstein, Lodz, beat Speyer, Holland.

The third round of the 
tournament was continued next day. Rubinstein, now Russia’s strongest 
player, met Lasker for the first time. In a new variation of the Queen's 
Pawn game ‘Lasker, as second player, sacrificed a pawn, but, by a very clever 
counter-manceuvre, Rubinstein forced the exchanges on all the pieces, and 
won a memorable fight. Teichmann played a fine game against Burn, a 
Queen's Pawn, sacrificing a rook and winning in good style. On the 1%th, 
Lasker, playing a Queen's Pawn game against Freymann, became involved in 
a dificult position, but eventually outplayed his opponent. A Queen's Pawn 
game by Vidmar against Rubinstein resulted in the latter demonstrating his 
supremacy.

THE GOVERNMENT AND ATHLETICS.—That veteran athlete, Mr. E. 
awrence Levy, made an interesting suggestion in the course ofa lecture 
Which he delivered under the auspices of the Sunday Lecture Society, in 
Birmingham last week-end, on the subject of last year's Olympic games. He 
‘rew attention to the fact that in the international gymnastic competitions 
the English teams had come out bottom of the list and he attributed that 
“ircumstance to the fact that Englishmen did not approach gymnastics with 
the seriousness with which this form of exercise is pursued on the Continent, 


The time, proceeded Mr. Levy, was ripe for Government recognition of 
gymnasia. They had immense possibilities if they were assisted in 
building up the physique of the nation, and, above all, systematically training 
and drilling it. It was significant that our big towns and cities contained 
nothing which would enable a young fellow to physically fit himself during 
the evenings, say from eight to ten, unless he had the means to join a 
gymnasium provided by private or semi-public enterprise. The necessary 
means were not always at the disposal of the young fellows, and he thought 
they had a right to demand that if the country said they must be physically 
fit in order to meet the stress of international competition, whether in com- 
meree or on the tented field, the country should do something in return for 
it and afford those reasonable facilities for physical exercise without which 
all the dramatic stories of “an Englishman's home” would achieve nothing. 
Whether Goldsmith's original idea of a state of national physical recreation, 
wherein he represented “the young contending while the old surveyed” 
would ever be attained, remained to be seen. Whether the old conditions of 
the village green could be revived and a finer spirit of all-round competition 
and work be secured the future alone could tell. Something must be done to 
meet the conditions of to«lay. We were becoming more and more a nation of 
spectators or a nation of individual workers, and more and more fitting our- 
selves for Bismarck's satire, “an armed mob,” instead of a nation which 
should tead the world in all that physical fitness could achieve. Mr. Levy's 
suggestion is undoubtedly a sound one and deserving of the attention of the 
authorities. 3 


JEWISH GYMNASTS AND THE EARTHQUAKE.—OOur Sofia correspondent 
reports that recently the Jewish Gymnastic Club “ Makkabi” gave a display 
in aid of the sufferers from the earthquake in Italy. The performance was 
attended by prominent members of society, including the Italian Consul. 

At the close of the 
display the Consul was introduced to the leaders of the Club, and thanked 
them for their efforts, adding that the Jews were always foremost in 
charitable work. He remarked that Jewish Committees in aid of the fund 
had been formed in various parts of Bulgaria.

Sin,—I have read the letter of Mr. H. Kramrisch in your issue of the 
19th February, wherein he takes exception to the statement “The Hebrew 
Congregation has also to struggle in some measure against a Reform Con- 
gregation, whose doors stand open to receive any discontented members of 
our synagogue,” which appeared in my letter of the 5th February. He gives 
as his reason that outsiders might be inclined to think that the Reform Con- 
gregation were canvassing for members. I should like to point out to Mr. 


Kramrisch that the tone of my previous references to that congregation ' 


would not have led to that inference; in fact,’ I mentioned that certain 
joint institutions owe a great deal to the members of the Reform Congrega- 
tion, and if | have not mentioned it previously, I should like to point out 
that many donations were received from these gentlemen towards the 
erection of our new synagogue, which was opened by the President of the 
Reform Congregation, Mr. Moser. In these circumstances, it is much to my 
regret that Mr. Kramrisch should have misunderstood me. The idea which I 
meant to convey is well expressed in his own words: “ The Reform Congre- 
gation is, and will always be, open to receive any Jew, either resident or non- 
resident.” Mr. Kramrisch knows’ well that there are a certain number of 
people who are not over-anxious to contribute their share towards communal 
requirements, and so when there is the option of joining another congregation, 
and thus having less financial responsibility, they are only too ready to join 
that congregation. Iam sorry if I have, through any alleged misrepresen- 
tation, done harm to a congregation whose members in other spheres work so 
harmoniously with us, but I think the point which I wished to bring out will 
be clearly seen.

Cross Road) is a scholarly work, covering nearly 400 pages, and dealing with 
the development of the Art “from its primitive puttings-forth in Egypt and 
Assyria to its triumphant consummation in modern effect.” While its perusal 
will interest and enlighten music lovers in general, it especially appeals to 
Jewish readers on account of the fascinating chapter on ancient Jewish 
music.

Societies in the East End of London had demonstrated the necessity of unity. Though 
several societies were in existence the work was never previously organised systemati- 
cally, and, therefore, was more or less neglected. lt was not the case now; the 
Council and Commissions were working harmoniously, and everything was properly 
arranged and divided. The National Fund Commission had collected, during the 
last SIX montis, over £100 for the Fund. The Share Commission sold nearly £25 
Share stamps and several shares were released from the Jewish Colonial Trust The 
Palestinian and Literature and Propaganda Commissions were working jointly, and 
had collected funds in aid of the various Palestinian institutions. The shekel meéting, 
shekel day, and the concert at Shoreditch Town Hall were a success from every point 
of view. Several meetings and concerts in aid of the National Fund and Hall. Fund 
were given and had brought fruitful results. A suitable hall was an utmost necessity 
of their propaganda. 

Mr. L. J. Greenvero, who was invited to address the meeting, referred to the 
position of the English Zionist Federation, and said that by reason of the action of 
certain individuals at Sheflield, the responsibility was cast largely upon him to see 
that the work of Zionism in this country did not come toa standstill. He could not 
understand why the resignations of lr. Gaster and others had taken place, and it was 
nonsense to say that there was any real difference of principle between him and 
those who had resigned in consequence of his election. As a matter of fact, 
he would have been quite willing to work with Dr. Gaster as President, 
and, on the other hand, was entirely in the hands of the organisation. § If 
they wanted him as their officer he would remain, if not he would go. But until 
that time he intended to remain loyal to the Federation and loyal to the cause, 
without fear or favour, cajoling or threat, by respecting the vote that 
had been riven. Hie was no office seeker: he was elected § in his absence, 
and he felt doubly bound under the circumstances not to betray the trust 
that had been reposed in him. Mr. Greenberg proceeded to explain that the 
vacancies on the Executive would pe filled up ata meeting of the Central Committee. 
Before that, however, he hoped the Shekel Collection would take place. He urged all 
members to do their utmost for their great cause, which was above individuals and 
personalities and should be their chief concern. 

After some discussion the Chairman's report was adopted. 

-Mr. L. Eisen, the Treasurer, in submitting his financial statements, said that the 
last quarterly income showed income .£67 and expenditure “os, including the 
collections for the Palestine Institutions, 

The financial reports were unanimously passed.

ZIONISM AT THE UNIVERSITIES.—(n Saturday last a considerable 
number of Jewish students of London University met at Jews College to organise 
themselves into a society similar to those of Oxford, Cambridge and Leeds. Mr. 
Norman Bentwich, M.A., prestded and outlined the objects that the society should 
undertake. Mr. Herbert Bentwich, LL.B., delivered an address on “ The Prospects of 
Zionism in Turkey,” and incidentably replied to the criticisms recently levelled against 
the Zionist student movement of the country. Mr. Selig brodetsky reported on Zionist 
work in Cambridge. After the speeches, a discussion took place as to the name the 
society should adopt, and it was finally resolved to call it the London University 
Zionist Society. A provisional Committee was elected to draw up the constitution for 
the next meeting. The Committee consists of Messrs. Norman Bentwich, M.A., Jack M. 
Myers, B. Lieberman, B.A., Jack Schneiderman, L. Funk, Philip Vos, J. Brodetsky, 
B.Sc.. 8. Fink, L. Morris, L. C. Berkowitz, S. Silverstone, B.Sc., M. J. Wodislawski, and 
the Misses G. ©. Ginzburg, Marie Davis and Tumpowsky. The meeting unanimously 
elected Mr. Herbert Bentwich as Hon. President.

If ther 
should not be enough for both, the men should cheerfully relinquish their 
claim. Tears are shed on God's altar for the one who forsakes his first love. 
These are a few of the aphorisms of the Rabbis, known to every student ot 
the Talmud, and which go to prove the high esteem in which our women were 
held.

The Singer Memorial Committee have this year invited the Union to award six 
Singer Memorial Prizes.

Isaiah and the 38th and 39th of Job. Dr. Sayce selects the same chapter of Isaiah, bu! 
marks the “ most magnificent passage” as ending with verse 17. He says that he has 


“no hesitation” in selecting this passage, and couples with it one from the Apocrypha 
—Ecclesiasticus xliv., 1-15. 


INFORMATION has reached the London correspondent of the Birmingham Pest that 
the Hon. Walter Rothschild, M.P., will not be much seen in the House of Commons 
during the present session, as he has just started on an expedition to Central and 
Northern Africa, with the object of obtaining specimens for his Zoological Museum at 
Tring.

FOREIGN PRECEDENTS. 


GOVERNMENT REPORT. 


\ circular was addressed last July by the Foreign Ottice to His Majesty's 
Ambassadors at Paris, Berlin, Madrid, Vienna, Rome, Stockholm, Berne, 
Brussels, Copenhagen, the Hague and Washington, in which Sir Edward 
Grey pointed out that a debate had recently taken place in the House of 
Lords on the second reading of the Weekly Rest-Day Bill. The object of 
that Gill, it will be remembered, was that each person working for an 
employer should have every week the twenty-four hours of Sunday as a rest- 
day, and that when labour on that day was necessary the employe 
must have one Sunday uninterrupted in a fortnight and a rest-day 
during the intervening period. Sir Edward Grey stated that a desire 
was expressed to obtain information as to whether any legislation 
in this connection existed abroad, and, if so, as to the way in which it was 
really observed. He accordingly requested the Ambassadors to report to him 
on this subject in respect of the country to which they were accredited. 

(be reports from the Ambassadors are now officially published, and make 
interesting and important reading. 

in the report from Austria it is stated that all industrial work is pro- 
hibited on Sunday, though absolutely necessary work is permitted. If the 
latter work lasts more than three hours, those engaged in it must:be given at 
least twenty-four hours’ rest on the following Sanday. In cases where 
business considerations render this impossible, they must be given twenty- 
four hours’ rest on a week-day, or six hours’ rest on two week-days. Sunday 
work is permitted in certain categories of industries (a Law was issued on 
2th April, 1895, giving a list of forty-eight industries in which Sunday work 
is permitted. 

Again :— 

Special Regulations for Galicia and the Bukowina permit work on Sundays in 
certain industries provided that it is not done publicly, and that a twenty-four hours’ 
rest on a week-day is given to the workers. 

Sunday trading is permitted for not more than four hours. Full liberty as to the 
arrangement of these hours is left to the local authorities, who are empowered to 
forbid Sunday trading altogether, or for certain periods, should they think it necessary. 
(n exceptional occasions they may extend the period to eight hours. 

In cases where work is carried on for more than three hours on Sunday, the 
employes must have either every alternate Sunday or else half a week-day free. 

fhe Regulations regarding Sunday trading apply to the sale of the products of 
those industries in which Sunday work is permitted, as well as to hawkers’ and market 
trade 

Belgium. 

in this case it is reported that a law was passed by the Belgian Parlia- 
ment on Ivth July, 1905, by which all persons engaged in industrial and 
FAO enterprises, with certain exceptions, were obliged to cease work 
on Sunday. 


in certain industries and enterprises workmen and employés may be occupied for 
thirt i days out of fourteen or six and a-half days out of SeVeTi - the day or half dav 
set aside for rest need not necessarily be a Sunday nor need the same day be selected 
for all the workmen. The half-day rest must be taken either before or after 1 p.m., 
and Work on that day must not exceed five hours.

itis rule is also extended to industries which only exist at certain periods of the 
yea which have a press of work at certain times of the year, and to open-air

France. 

A Law was passed in France on 13th July, 1906, establishing a statutory 

weekly day of rest. : 
, Che general principle of the Law is that every workman or employe shall have 
one day of rest in the week of not less than twenty-four consecutive hours, during 
which work shall be prohibited; that the day of rest shall be Sunday, and that all 
employes shall have it simultaneously. The Law is irrespective of the duration or 
character of the work done. and it applies to employés in all establishments of a com- 
mercial or industrial character and their dependencies. 

As a rigid adherence to the above general principles would obviously be 
attended by serious inconveniences, numerous exceptions are admitted. 

(he exceptions are of three classes, (1) where establishments of certain stated 
alegories are given the right to claim certain modifications; (2) where modifications 
of the veneral principles of the Law are granted on account of circumstances; and (3) 
purely temporary exemptions from the operation of the Law. 


Germany. 

In this case the Ambassador forwards a précis of the Trade Regulations 
regarding Sunday rest. 

According to § 105 manufacturers (“ Gewerbtreibende ”) cannot oblige the 
ee to work on Sundays and holidays, except in certain cases specified in these 

egulutions., 

Workimen may not be occupied on Sundays and holidays in coal-mines, salt works, 
ore-dressing works, foundries, factories and workshops, carpenters shops and other 
building vards., ship-building yards and brick works, and in building works of all 
~ lay, thirty-six hours for a Sunday and a holiday coming together, forty-eight 

ours for Christmas, Easter, and Whitsuntide. 

Further, 


in trading businesses (“ Handelsgewerbe’’), assistants, apprentices, and workmen 
may not be employed at all on Chrstmas Day, Easter Sunday, and Whitsunday; on 
other Sundays afd holidays not more than five hours ; this time may be limited by the 
individual communes. The police may increase this time up to ten hours for the four 
“widays before Christmas where the local trade requirements demand it. The time 
during which work is allowed is fixed in consideration of the church services. 

Lese provisions do not apply in certain cases. 
_ The Instructions for the Execution of the Trade Regulations for the 
German Empire of May Ist, 1904, lay it down that 

Subordinate administrative officials on special application may permit a weekly 
Period of twenty-four hours rest to be granted on a week-day instead of on the second 
or third Sanday only, on the understanding that the workmen are not prevented, from 
attending divine service. Over and above this, sanction may, as a rule, only be given 
if disproportionate sacrifice or considerable unprofitableness to the trade or to the 


Sun uan would attach to the carrying out of a day of rest on the second or third 
ink ay. 


Hungary. 
In Hangary, all industrial work is prohibited on Sundays and St. 
Stephen's D Ly (the 20th August), the patron saint of Hungary. Exception Is, 
oWever, made to this prohibition by certain categories and industries and 
for the following reasons :—

Sunday work is also permitted to such independent small handicraftsmen as work 
at home without the help of assistants 

Another exception, made by one of the ministerial orders, to the stipulation of the 
law is that trade may take place for the whole day on a Sunday during the holding of big 
markets. A difference is, however, made between Budapest and other places, trading 
in Budapest being only permitted in the market-place itself, while in other places 
trading is permitted everywhere. 


Italy, 


in Italy, managers and directors of commercial and industrial enterprises 
are to give all persons (not members of their family), however employed, not 
less than twenty-four hours’ consecutive rest per week. Certain industries 
are excluded from the application of the Law. Further, the obligation to 
give twenty-four hours’ consecutive rest does not apply for six weeks in the year 
in industries with acknowledged periods of exceptional activity. Again, the 
weekly rest can be given on a day other than Sunday and by a system of 
rotation in certain cases. 


The Netherlands: Jewish Needs. 


In this case the special needs of the Jewish population are considered. 
Article 7 of the Labour Law enacts that :— ° 


It is prohibited to employ a person under sixteen years of age or a woman on 
Sunday in factories and workshops. 

This prohibition shall not be applicable to women over sixteen years of age work- 
ing in butter and cheese factories, so far as the conditions to be fixed for all or for 
special communes are thereby observed. 


The article goes on to say that :— 


For persons belonging to a religious community which does not celebrate the 
weekly rest-day on Sunday this prohibition shall be replaced by the prohibition to 
cause them to work in factories and workshops during the day adopted by their 
religious community as the weekly rest-day, if they shall have intimated to the head 
or manager of the business or enterprise their desire not to work on that day. 


Again, in the case of the officials of the railway, it is laid down that :-— 

(c) Between every two successive periods of service there shall be one uninter- 
rupted period of rest of at least ten hours, during which the officials must be quite 
free from any service and from taking partin the concerns of the railway. 

(d) In addition to this uninterrupted period of rest, the necessary short periods of 
rest for meals shall be granted. 

In addition to the periods of rest mentioned, all the officials shall have at least 
twenty-six periods free from service per year, of which at least eight shall coincide 
with a Sunday or generally acknowledged Christian festival. Should, however, an 
official belong to a religious community which does not celebrate the weekly rest-day 
on Sunday, the last-mentioned service-free periods shall coincide with the day adopted 
by his religious community as the weekly rest-day, if he has intimated to the managers 
of the railway service his desire for the same.

If so, 
my reply is simply the old maxim that “Imitation is the sincerest form of 
flattery.”

From the East End. 


[From our Correspondent. | 


An ominous notice-board disfigures the exterior of the Spitalfields Great 
Synagogue; the vast building is for sale. The citadel of orthodoxy has been 
stormed, and its future is a matter of conjecture. The leading espisodes in 
the history of the Machzike Hadass point to troublous times in Anglo- 
annals. The violent opposition manifested towards the Shecheta 
some time ago is still fresh in memory. Picturesqueness 
of a kind is suggested by the Fournier Street building under cer- 
tain conditions. It is pieturesque in a forlorn kind of way. Nothing, 
for example, could have been quainter than the appearance of its Beth 
Hamidrash when visited by the writer some years ago. Here, between nine 
ind ten o'clock in the evening, might have been seen Rabbonim, Maggidim, 
down-at-heel students and alumni of continefital seminaries, deeply absorbed 
‘» the tomes with which the musty shelves abounded. Here, candles

innumerable are still burned end on end. Here, too, a self-appointed 
librarian, grey of beard and wrinkled of face, would seek out the 


volumes so mechanically called for. He would perch himself on a tall ladder 
and, candle in hand, peer into the corners of the dusty shelves for the desired 
volume. He handled the books as lovingly as if he were a life-long bibliophile 
and they were the most precious of Elizevirs. Surely no volume of Padeloup 
or Derome was ever treated with more consideration. He was one of the 
many characters with which the Beth Hamedrash abounded. It is hard to 
comprehend that the final word is to be said by a prosaic auctioneer. Surely 
that is not destined to be the end of this bulwark of East End orthodoxy. 

The suggestion of the “ Zion Association ” to establish a Zionist Hall and 
Library in London has been very freely discussed during the week just past. 
(he idea seems to be that London has in this, as in many other aspects of 
communal work, lagged far behind the provinees. There is, of course, the 
ever-present question of finance and the upkeep of the institution, but it is 
felt that a recognised rallying-centre for East End Zionists would do much 
towards the consolidation of the movement and the eflicient propagation of 
the national idea. London, which so readily responded to the call of the 
departed Zionist leader, should have been the first to erect a “ Herzl Hall” to 
his unfading memory. 

Mr. Henry Weinstein tells me that the Musical Society of the Jewish 
Working Men’s Club intends to “have a try” at performing “ Princess Ida” 
in the coming season. This triumph of Gilbert and Sullivan's genius is 
seldom taken up by amateurs on account of its difficulty. The season just 
finished has been a successful one. No fewer than four performances of the 
ever-fresh “ Mikado” have been given, two of them for charity. There is no 
lack of good musical material among club members, and one fully anticipates 
that the Jewish Working Men’s Club will in time become a forcing-ground 
for the operatic stars of the future. An authority on drama and music in 
London schools, Mr. Weinstein is now engaged in placing the finishing 
touches to a performance of “ Patience,” which his music class at the 
(iravel Lane Evening School propose producing in March. Here, too, Mr. 
Weinstein has had excellent material at his command, and the writer is 
assured that his patience has not been taxed unduly. “Patience” is also 
being rehearsed by the musically-inelined children of the Stepney Jewish 
Schools, but it will not be staged until chill November. 

The matzo bakers are working as if Passover were expected next week. 
Huge crates and wicker baskets surround the doors of the leading manufac- 
turers, all destined to bedespatched to the uttermost corners of the earth. 
It seems, however, that the Cincinnati matzo is going to make a bold bid for 
popularity in East London. It is no stranger, having found its way into the 
kosher provision stores a yéar or so back. Square in shape, it has the 
appearance of a giant “cream cracker,” partaking in some measure of the 
consistency of that biscuit. The Leeds matzo, too, is a serious rival to 
the London article, but it calls for a stronger digestive apparatus than the 
larger and more brittle Passover cake. 

A local case has just been brought under your correspondent’s notice, in 

which a Jewish sanatorium, having favourably considered the application of 
a workman who has recently left the hospital, asked that the sum of £1 should 
be deposited previous to his admission. The sum, it seems, is demanded in 
order to protect the institution against possible loss incurred by breakages, 
damage, ete. The poor man, workless even before he entered the hospital, 
was, of course, unable to pay the desired sum, the infliction of which, in many 
instances is a decided hardship. Thedemand might conceivably be waived in 
special cases. 
a: ¢It seems to have become quite fashionable to be married at the Philpot 
Street Synagogue now—if only for the sake of that wonderful, vivid awning 
which stretches from the doors to the entrance gates. The exterior of the 
synagogue—the pride of the Federation—is most imposing, while the very 
fact that it stands almost atop of the Philpot Street Mission is seriously per- 
plexing those estimable souls whose angling operations at one time were so 
extensive—and expensive.

THE SHECHITA BOARD AND 
CHARITABLE INSTITUTIONS. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE “JEWISH CHRONICLE.” 


Sir,—lI learn from your last week's issue that at the monthly meeting of 
the Talmud Torah held on Sunday, the lith, “a large section of the meeting 
expressed its strong dissatisfaction that the Shechita Board was rendering 
no assistance to the Talmud Torah, and that while other charitable institu- 
tions were receiving regular annual grants, no support was given to the 
cause of Hebrew education,” 

l certainly admit that a Talmud Torah is a most important and most 
deserving institution. Hebrew education, especially the Hebrew education 
of the young, is undoubtedly the prime factor in the stability of a Jewish 
community. An institution, therefore, which is fostering Jewish ideals and 
spreading Jewish learning, has a just claim on the community for support, so 
that it should not have to struggle for its existence. I also admit the most 
deplorable fact that the Manchester Talmud Torah is not receiving the 
support which it is rightly entitled to. Butif it is so, the fault lies with the 
community, with every member of the community, and not with an institu- 
tion, the work of which, though in a different direction, is also for the wel- 
fare of the community, and which has its own troubles to face and its own 
difficulties to surmount. 

As for the Shechita Board, | would like to impress upon the public the 
difficulty which it has to face in conceding grants over and above those to 
whieh it is already pledged, nay, the struggle which it has to go through in 
order to meet its present obligations. 

The only charitable institution which is receiving regular grants from 
the Shechita Board is the Board of Guardians. The Shechita Board is also 
providing free synagogal accommodation for our poor coreligionists on high 
festivals, and free interments for those who are in needy and distressed 
circumstances. But then this had been imposed upon the Board, at the time 
of its formation, as an obligation which, according to its constitution, it can- 
not dispense with without the sanction of the constituent synagogues. And 
what is the effect of these obligations? They tax the resources of the Board 
to the utmost. The finances of the Board have always been subject to a very 
severe strain, so much so that last year, as can be seen from the last annual 
report and balance-sheet, it was found imperative to adopt certain measures 
in order to be able to meet these obligations. The Board was even reluctantly 
compelled to refuse the renewal ofa grant to the Jewish Hospital, the 
beneficent work of which cannot be too highly estimated. The Shechita 
Board is thus not in a prosperous financial position as some may think, and is 
certainly far from being able to vote new grants to charitable institutions. 
Yes, vote it can, but it cannot pay. The Shechita Board is not a synagogue. 
and has no “mortar and bricks” to be responsible for bank overdrafts. 
Besides, is it the duty of the Board, or would it be right for the Board, to 
borrow money, without any prospect of repaying it, in order to give it to 
charity ? Every institution must first of all be carried on on proper business 
lines. The Shechita Board was initially formed to look after Kashruth, and 
this it is doing to the best of its abilities. The Shechita Board is not 


a charitable agency against which charges should be brought 
and complaints raised for its not being in a _ position to con- 


tribute to this or that charitable institution however deserving it may 
be. As things stand at present, the Shechita Board cannot look even after 
its own affairs in a proper manner. For instance, the Board is employing 
Shochetim and other officials. 
and certainly not adequate enough to enable them to make provision for 
their families in case of any misfortune. Should not the Board have a 
Superannuation and Pension Fund? Two years ago the Board had the mis- 
fortune to have to establish its authority through court, which involved a 
special heavy expense. Should there not be a Reserve Fund for similar or 
other cases of emergency? During his stay in this city last summer, the 
Chief Rabbi paid an _ ollicial visit to the Board's offices, and 
expressed his astonishment at the absence of such funds. Bat so 
far, owing to lack of means, it was impossible for the Board to create 
them. Can there then he any question of the Board voting more grants to 
charitable institutions? It must first be just to itself, just to its officials, 
and then, if possible, generous to charitable institutions. The surplus of the 
Board's income, if there is any, should certainly be given away for charitable 
objects, either directly or through the constituent synagogues, but it must 
first of all look after its own affairs, and put itself on afirm basis. A Shechita 
Board is not intended to be a Board of Guardians, nor a Burial Board, nor 
even a synagogue, The Chief Rabbi wisely suggested that all the congrega- 
tions should combine in devising some scheme for the provision of free 
interments of the poor, and I would also suggest that there should be 
formed an independent body, a central organisation, the sole object of 
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which should be to look after and study the interests of the varions 
charitable institutions such as the Board of Guardians, the Talmud Torah, 
the Hospital, the Jewish Home and Shelter, etc. The Shechita Board, even whey 
relieved of its obligations, will be only too pleased to hand over to such a 
body any surplus which it may have at its disposal or divide it propor- 
tionately between the various charities. At present any complaint against 
or dissatisfaction with the Shechita Board for its not voting grants is unjust 
and groundless.

has, unwittingly, in an address at Manchester, slurred over the Esperaytig, 
movement, of which his knowledge would appear to be as slight as jj. 


knowledge of Hebrew is great. He is reported as having said that © oth» 
peoples were endeavouring to found a common language which they catjeg 
Ksperanto.” This, as a statement, is a pure travesty. No peoples are, op 
were, endeavouring to found a common language, but many individuals have. 
from time to time, made such attempts. The only two languages, however 
which have ever been invented by individuals, have been Schloeye 
Volapiik and Zamenhof's Esperanto. The remainder of so-called art 
languages are merely names without actuality. Volapiik has been extinct fo, 
twenty years, but Esperanto, far from depending on the endeavours of poople to 
found it, was really formulated thirty years ago, published twenty-ty, 
years ago and, without adventitious aids or State support, has entered to , 
large extent into the life of every nation in the world. 

I would be the last to decry the study of Hebrew—an adequate «tudy. 
instead of what often passes muster for such—as one of the means of Jewich 
eulture; and in Herr Brainin’s enthusiasm for it, would metaphorical! y joiy 
hands with him, but those of your readers who remember the interview with 
Dr. Zamenhof recorded in the JEWISH CHRONICLE about September, 1007, wil 
not consider my correction a needless one. 

Even for Jews, as Zamenhof rightly says, the Esperantist movemen: js of 
the gravest importance, and although we have workers and symyathisers 
such as the Rey. Isidore Harris, Messrs. S. Brodetsky, P. Kalisky, Gastop 
Moch and Israel Zangwill, it is well to remember that for Internationa! 
Jewish congresses—even for Zionism and Itoism—it would be mucli more 
practicable to utilise Esperanto, as is now done in many other congresses, than 
it would be to conduct the proceedings in Hebrew. Up till the present, 
Jewish congresses have generally adopted German as the official language, 
language which cannot be mastered in the comparatively. short time that 
suflices for Esperanto. 

It may interest your readers to know that I am translating and arranging 
selections from the Hebrew prayer-books (omitting, of course, the blessing to 
which I made allusion last week) with appropriate music, for the benefit of 
Esperantists in every clime. Dr. Zamenhof tells me that nearly twenty vears 
ago in Warsaw there were published two small dictionaries, Yiddish-Espcranto 
and Hebrew-Esperanto, but that on account of the author's death the work 
was not continued. 

The Hebrew people, which has such manifold international ties, should 
be keenly alive to the value of Esperanto, which the world owes to that 
wonderfal and statesmanlike thinker with whom we may claim religi 
racial kinship.
